THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS DE- 
OIDE TO STAND FIRM. 
$ CAUCUS IN WHICH STRONG REASONS ARE 
GIVEN FOR NOT YIELDING—THE CON- 
TEST TO BE CONTINUED TO THE END— 
LONG NIGHT SESSIONS EXPECTED. 
Wasuinetron, April 4.—The Republican 
Senators, in caucus this morning, decided to 
continue the course which they have been pur- 
suing in regard to the Senate offices. This de- 
cision was practically a unanimous one, and 
Senators on both sides are preparing for 
a long session. There were some who 
favored the holding of executive  ses- 
sions each day, or occasionally, for the *con- 
sideration of the President’s nominations. It 
was expected outside of the Senate, that in the 
caucus there would be manifested a feeling in 
favor of executive sessions sufliciently strong 
to secure a decision in accordance with it. It 
is understood that those who had this feeling 
were convinced in the caucus that executive 
sessions would be inexpedient until after the 
settlement of the pending question. 15 was said 
that the determination of the minority to 
govern the majority should not compei sub- 
mission on the part of the Republicans. It 
was shown that to go into executive session 
would be to yield the principle involved and 
to give up the contest. It was also shown that 
if the nominations should be considered and 


disposed of the Democrats would then go 
home, leaving the Senate without a quorum 
and making it impossible to elect the officers 
who have been nominated, so that to yield to 
executive sessions would be to yield the whole 
question in dispute. It was said that the Dem- 
ocrats cared little or nothing about the officers 
who are now occupying places and drawing 
salaries, but were using them to cover the 
attack upon Mr. Mahone and all that the Ma- 
hone movement implies and embraces; that 
the Democrats recognize the great importance 
to them of the defeat of Mr. Mahone in Vir- 
g ana and are showing this by the stubborn- 

SS and bitterness of their opposition. It was 
also held that it would be cowardly and impol- 
itic to retreat now, and that, having welcomed 
Mr. Mahone into the Republican ranks, he 
must be sustained. <A failure to sustain 
bim against the Bourbons of the South 
would insure the failure of the movement for 
a free ballot and a fair count in Virginia, and 
thereby have an unhappy effect upon the 
struggle against fraud in other Southern 
States. To yield in the Senate, would be to 
allow the Bourbons there to do what they have 
done in the South—goyern a majority by a 
minority. Inregard to the argument that the 
interests of the country demand action upon 
the President’s nominations, it was asserted 
that there is no pressing necessity for such 
action; that the duties of the offices in question 
ere now being satisfactorily performed, and 
that delay in making confirmations would do 
noharm. it was shown that a recent adjourn- 
ment of the Supreme Court for lack of a 
cuorum was caused, not by a reallack of a 
quorum of acting Justices, but by a family 
bereavement of one of them. Whatever might 
be the disadvantages of refusing to hold execu- 
tive sessions, it was maintained that the prin- 
ciples involved in the contest for the supremacy 
of the majority were of much greater impor- 
tance. 

Ifany Senators were wavering before the 
caucus, and itis true that some were, it seems 
plain that the Republicans are now solidly 
united ina determination to “‘ fight it out on 
this line if it takes all Summer.” 

tis said by some Senators that the impor- 
tance of supporting Mr. Mahone, even until 
the Fall elections in Virginia, if necessary, is 
much more deeply appreciated in the Senate 
than out of it. They are sure that they take 
the right view of the matter, and will give 
him and his following in his State all the pres- 
tige which their unfaltering support can secure. 
Those who are less enthusiastic in relation 
to the Mahone movement have apparently 
made up their minds to keep their views in the 
background, for the present at Jeast, and place 
no obstacles in the path of the majority of 
their party. It was decided in the caucus 
that those Senators selected to accompany the 
body of Senator Carpenter to Wisconsin should 
perform that duty after having arranged 
pairs. The Senators on the Republican side 
are Messrs. Cameron of Wisconsin, Conk- 
ling, and Logan. The Democrats are 
Messrs. Pendleton and Cockrell. The per- 
formance of this duty has been delayed by 
a feeling of uncertainty as to the continuance 
of the dead-lock in the Senate. The departure 
of Mr. Conkling, and Mr. Jones, of Nevada, 
for New-York to-night, gave rise to the rumor 
that they were going to have a conference 
with Judge Robertson. The facts are that Mr. 
Jones has private business in New-York, and 
that Mr. Conkling accompanies him in a legal 
capacity. Mr. Conkling wiil go to Wisconsin 
directly from New-York, without returning 
to this city. This explanation also disposes of 
arumor that Mr. Conkling would in a day or 
two address the Senate in open session upon 
the differences between him and the President 
in relation to the New-York offices.

THE SENATE’S PROCEEDINGS. 
4 SPEECH BY MR. MAHONE’S COLLEAGUE— 
MR. SAULSBURY AS A HUMORIST. 

Waszineton, April 4.—The proceedings 
in the Senate to-day were not very interesting. 
A motion to go into executive session having 
been lost, Mr. Johnston spoke for nearly two 
hours in reply to Mr. Mahone with reference 
to Virginia politics. In the course of his re- 
marks he inquired of Mr. Dawes where and 
when in Virginia anybody had had to wade 
through blood to the ballot-box, as had 
been stated by that Senator. Mr. 
Dawes replied that the ‘“ Mississippi 
plan” owas a_ general term, specific 
names being attached to different phases 
of it in the different Southern States. In one 
State it took the phase of blood, in another of 
tissue ballots, in another of forging returns. 
In Virginia it was called opposition to vaga- 
bond suffrage. The Senator would have to 
explain that phase of the general plan. Had 
the Senator forgotten that the Army had been 
called out at Petersburg to put down violence 
there? Did the Senator pretend to say that 
nobody had got hurt at Petersburg in a vain 
attempt to assert his right as a voter? Mr. 
Johnston stated that the charge that there was 


any smothering of the Republican vote in 
Virginia was absolutely false. If any tissue 
ballots had been used in Virginia they had 
been used in his colleague’s district. ‘‘ Where 
did you get those tissue ballots /’ he inquired 
of Mr. Dawes, who stated that he had some in 
his possession. 

Mr. Dawes —The district of Norfolk was one. 

Mr. Johnston—Was not Petersburg one ? 

Mr. Dawes—Petersburg resorted to the other 
method—vioijence 

Mr. Johnston—That is the place my col- 
league lives in. 

The best feature of the day’s debate was Mr. 
Saulsbury’s very amusing appeal to the Re- 
publicans to come to the assistanceof the Pres- 
ident. The tall Senator from Delaware, who 
is generally regarded as a cold. and >Arrow 

artisan, displayed an unexpected vein of 

umor. He said he appealed no longer to the 
sense of duty, to the patriotic feeling of the 
other side, but to its party fealty to ground its 
weapons of rebellion against its own Adminis- 
tration. If any man needed pity and commis- 
eration it was the President of the United 
States, who had been treated with such marked 
disrespect by his own friends. He drew 
a picture of tho President sitting soli- 
tary in the White House, indulging 
in a soliloquy. Even. his predecessor, Mr. 
Hayes, whom nobody believed to have been 
slecten, and whose Administration had been 
finally broken down in this charaber, had com- 
ynanded sume respect at the beginning of his 
term. Perkaps the President was saying that 
there were some in this chamber from whom 
he had not expected any better treatment, be- 
cause he had antagonized them and their thira- 
term man in the Chicago Convention. But, 
then, there was the Senator from Ohio, whom 
he had nominated for the Presidency. Why

did he sit in silence and refuse to consider 
the nominations? The President might be 
saying: ‘‘There is the Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts, (Mr. Hoar.) He sat with me on the 
Electoral Commission, andis privy to all the 
secrets I am party to; and I did not expect this 
from him, Then there is the Vice-President, 
whose name has been inscribed with mine, and 
whose image is stuck up beside my own in al- 
most every print-shop. He ought not to have 
turned his heel on me; and yet he will not give 
any respect to my messages. » He (Mr. Sauls- 
bury) appealed to the Republicans to march 
up to duty, and help to save the President of 
their choice. 

Mr. Dawes, in reply, called attention to the 
fact that the last effort which had been made 
to go into executive session had been rebuked 
by an emphatic majority of the Senate. It 
had not been defeated by a tie vote, but by a 
number of votes, and it was the Senate which 
the Senator from Delaware was quarreling 
with, not the Republican side. 

Much time was consumed by calling the roll 
on dilatory motions, but the Senate ad journed 
at the usual hour, Mr. Dawes expressing the 
hope that the minority would come to-morrow 
prepared to stay until the will of the majority 
was bowed to.

SIGNAL OFFICE DETAILS. 

THE REPORTS OF A DISAGREEMENT DENIED 
—FACTS CONCERNING THE SIGNAL 
OFFICE ORDER. 

Wasuineton, April 4.—Gen. Hazen, 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, says there is 
no controversy between himself and Gen. 
Sherman touching the detail of officers from 
the line for signal duty. The general order 
recently issued from Army Head-quarters, 
directing how officers shall be detailed for sig- 
nal duty, was prepared by Gen. Hazen and 
received the approval of Gen. Sherman. 
This order directs that the number of officers 
under instruction in military signaling shall 
be limited to eight, who shall be taken from 
the Lieutenants of the line who have served 
more than four years with their regiments. The 
selections are to be made by regimental com- 
wanders when informed from the Adjutant- 
General’s office that such a detail is required 
from their regiments. The course of instruction 
is limited to one year, and at the expiration of 
that period these officers will be relieved from 
signal duty and ordered to join their re- 
spective regiments. To this order, prepared 
by Gen. azen, Gen. Sherman added a 
paragraph to the effect that no other officers 
than those indicated in the order above ex- 
plained shall be detailed for instruction in mil- 
itary signaling. Gen. Hazen says that this 
was necessary Lecause of incessantimportunities 
of Congressmen and other influential persons 
to secure details of officers for signal duty. 
Gen. Hazen and the General of the Army are 
in perfect accord in reference to this matter, 
and the order alluded to in a previous dispatch 
to THe Trmes,as already stated, originated 
with Gen. Hazen, and received the approval 
and official sanction of Gen. Sherman and the 
Secretary of War.

Assistant Secretary Upton, of the Treasury, 
and Controller of the Currency Knox, who 


attended the recent financial conferences in 
New-York, returned to Washington this morn- 
ing. Secretary Windom remained in New- 
York over Sunday, and Attorney-General 
MacVeagh spent Sunday with his family in 
Philadelphia. The conferences are mentioned 
as having been entirely satisfactory. The gen- 
tlemen who attended express themselves as be- 
ing very much gratified with the result of the 
conferences, and say that the information ob- 
tained was of a practical character, and will 
undoubtedly prove of great advantage in the 
consideration and determination of questions 
relating to financial matters generally. The 
views expressed on the subjectof the maturing 
United States bonds and the re splies to the 
hypothetical questions put by the Secretary are 
spoken of as having been especially interest- 
ing and instructive, inasmuch as the financiers 
frankly admitted what the effect of the vari- 
ous propositions embodied in the questions 
would be in the event of adoption by the Gov- 
ernment. Secretary Windom is said to have 
been very well satisfied with the information 
obtained, He has not indicated, however, 
what course will be pursued regarding the ma- 
turing bonds, and the probabilities are that the 
policy of the department will not he deter- 
mined upon for several days. It is the inien- 
tion of Secretary Windom to lay the matter 
before the Cabinet to-morrow.

THE UTE COMMISSIONERS. 

Wasuinetron, April 4.—The Ute Com- 
mission, which have been in session here for a 
fortnight, concluded their labors to-day. They 
have decided to divide themselves into three 
parties, as follows: Commissioner Manypenny 
will proceed to visit the Southern Utes, the 
lands for whom will be selected in the lower 


waters of the Platte River, in Southern Col- 
orado or New-Mexico, probably in the latter; 
Commissioner Meacham wiil visit with Mr. 
French, the clerk of the commission, the 
White River Utes, now at the Uintah reser- 
vation, and will select their lands in Utah; 
Commissioners Bowman, Mears, and Russell 
will take charge of the Uncompahgres, and 
will settle them either in Western Colorado or 
Utah, probably the latter. In conversation 
with a leading member of the conimission, it 
was ascertained that the general temper of the 
members was to accede to the wishes of the 
people of Colorado, andif it was their desire to 
have the Indians sent outside of the State the 
commission would doso. The Commissioners 
expect to leave for Colorado in a few days.

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GEORGIA’S LIBERAL SPIRIT 
—_—_-—-~-—— 

THE PROGRESS REPRESENIED BY 
GOV. COLQUITT. 

OUTLINING THE CAMPAIGN OF NEXT YEAR— 
THE PRESENT GOVERNOR’S SERVICES TO 
THE 8STATE—THE OPPONENT OF THE 
BOUREON FEELING—ENTERING THE SEN- 
ATORIAL RACE. 

Aveusta, Ga., March 31.—Political lines 
in Georgia are straightening, after zigzag 
courses for the past eight years. Never before, 
probably, in the history of the State, has a 
campaign been pitched so far in advance, or 
determined so clearly in outline. The next 
State election will not be held until October, 
1882; but, as the members of the General Ae 
sembly to be chosen there will elect a suc- 
cessor to the Hon. Benjamin H. Hill in the 
United States Senate, the contest will be of 
far more than local importance and the fight 
of more than usual intensity. At that time, 
too, the Gubernatorial term of the Hon. A. H. 
Colquitt will expire, the tenure of the Gov- 
ernor’s office having been changed by the 
new Constitution to two years. With 
the movements of the present Gov- 
ernor, the State and the country are 
more interested than in the selection 
of his successor. Gov. Colquitt is one of the 
most popular, as he is one of the most liberal, 
public men of the South. He was elected to 
his position in 1876, having defeated in the 
party primary elections the Hon. Herschel V. 
Johnston, a representative ante-bellum Demo- 
crat, and distancing in the race the Hon. 
Thomas Hardeman, Chairman of the State Dem- 
cratic Central Committee, a fair type of the 
* straight out” of the Southern party. Gov. Col- 
quitt was the farmers’ candidate, having been at 
the head of the State Agricultural Society—a 
controlling element in Georgia politics, as were 
the Grangers in Illinois; he wasalso the em- 
bodiment of free trade theories, so popular at 
the South after the war. He was, then, the 
first officer elected in Georgia after the surren- 
der, whose candidacy represented more of ma- 
terial policy than of partisan prominence. 

During his first term, Gov. Colquitt 
strengthened his position before the people. 
He is in every sense a liberalman. He inti- 
mated at the outset his desire to be Governor 
of the whole people. He pledged to the colored 
people the Administration’s support and the 
protection of the State. He traveled exten- 
sively North and West, representing the State 
in national conventions of religious, agricul- 
tural, educational, and commercial interests. 
His addresses, in every instance, voiced the 
most progressive spirit. He was entirely na- 
tional in his sentiments, and it was said of him, 
in the recent canvass for re-election, that he 
had done more to popularize the Government 
of Georgia in the North, and to nationalize the 
spirit of his people "at home, than any 
statesman since the war. In the late State 
Democratic Convention at Atlanta, how- 
ever, there was most deter mined and 
unrelentin opposition to Gov. Colquitt. After 
an eight days’ session, during which he re- 
fused to retire before the intolerant wing of 
the party, the convention adjourned without 
a nomination, the Governor receiving the cor- 
dial recommendation of nearly two- ‘thirds of 
the delegates and the active support of several 
others in the canvass which followed. In this 
contest—the bitterest ever known in the political 
history of Georgia—Gov. Colquitt led the lib- 
eralelementof the Democratic Party. He was 
enabled to show a full treasury, a prudent ad- 
ministration, and a growing domestic pros- 
god He was pong Soe by ex-Gov. Joseph 

Brown, whom he had appointed to fill the 
vacant Senatorial chair of Gen. John B. 
Gordon. The fight, indeed, was largely made 
upon this issue. On the one side were ranged 
those who were willing to condone the past 
political differences of Gov. Brown, and show 
the liberality of Georgia by returning him to 
the United States Senate. Such men contend- 
ed that the State and the South would be ru- 
ined by the intolerant spirit which instigated 
the opposition to Gov. Colquitt and Gov. 
Brown. The latter represented the new South 
in all of its progressiveness, forgetfulness of the 
past, and an acceptance of the issues of the 
war; the opposition embodied many uncom- 
promising elements and unreconstructed spir- 
its. The distinctive feature of the campaign 
was the prominence given the negro voter. To 
many Georgians this movement carried consti- 
tutional disgust with taints of demagoguery. 
By many it was — that the canvass would 
result disastrously to colored men, who would 
be duped, misled, and bought up. -But at 
the conclusion of the campaign the majority 
— of ultra politicians were forced to acknow!l- 

pe. e that the political agitation for broader 
rights and better treatment of the negro had 
not been an unmixed evil. Colored ople 
were encouraged to hold meetings and discuss 
measures of race reform incident to the can- 
vass. The much-abused chain-gang system 
was probed, more rigid inspection and greater 
improvements begun in the convict camps of 
the State. Education was more prominently 
advocated, many of its privileges better se- 
cured, while a free ballot and fair count were 
pressed upon every hustings. Never were col- 
ored votes so fully brought out and so freely 
cast as in the State election; in fact, its effects 
were perceptible in the general election, when 

President Garfield received a largely increased 

poll over President Hayesin Georgia. Bribing 

in the October election there may have been, 
buf bull-dozing there could not be. 

Under these issues Gov. Colquitt gained im- 
mense advantage. . Asa boy he had devoted 
himself to the material and religious welfare 
of the negroes on his father’s plantations. As 
a Governor he had been kind and honest with 
them; so that, with the advice of their lead- 
ers, over three-fourths of the negro vote was 
cast for Gov. Colquitt. It was ex-Senator 
Norwood’s_ anti-civil rights speech in the 
United States Senate which crippled him upon 
his every appearance in the campaign; not 
only colored people, but intelligent white men, 
belisving that Gov. Colquitt represented the 
living progressive issues of the day better than 
the intolerant and repressive policy of Mr. 
Norwood. Since Gov. Colquitt’s re-election 
tothe Gubernatorial chair by two-thirds of the 
— vote, he has strengthened his position. 

Tith the colored people and with the liberal 
Democrats he is more popular than ever. He 
is supported by the growing Methodist element 
in the State—stronger than Garfield’s church 
in Indiana; backed by the agricultural inter- 
ests of the iand, and by Gov. Brown’s progress- 
ive followers, He is the most popular politi- 
cian, as well as the most effective stump- 

speaker in the State. It is, then; no wonder 

t at he looks ahead of the Gubernatorial chair 

to succeed Senator Ben Hill in the Senate. 

Such, indeed, is the well-arranged programme, 

The issues were framed by him in_ his 

last campaign, and _ are _ substantially 

as above mentioned. The record of the 
other side is now being made 
by Mr. Hillin the Senate. His anti-Kellog 
and anti-Mahone speeches a been recede 
off for home effect. He may be prepared to 
electrify the next State gislature with 
another one of his remarkable oratorial efforts, 
or to catch the popular eve with his matchless 
specimens of special pleading. His letter as the 
prelude to the late State campaign, on ‘‘ Per- 
nema ay in Politics,’’ was circulated as a lead- 
anti-Colquitt card during the canvass, and 
though he took no active part in the contest, 
aa inertly a stumbling-block to Gov. Col- 
quitt’s course. Before the next election, then, 
for members of the Legislature, Gov. Colquitt, 
it is said, will make one of his thorough per- 
sonal canvasses, <A free ballot and fair 
count will be a _ prominent issue; 
for upon such ground Gov. Col quitt 
has always stood and acted. He has recenily 
taken broader grounds in encouraging tie 
national s gn among his people, rather than 
agitate old and abstract constitutional ques- 
tions, which Mr. Hill has himself admitted 
are but ‘most ingenious paradoxes.” Gov. 

Colquitt is a believer in the commer-

spoken in his faith in the destiny of this 
great Nation. Said a prominent and progress- 
ive Georgian the other day: ‘The notoriety 
which Senator Hill has made in assaulting 
Gen. Mahone is ephemeral. Long after these 
debates are forgotten, such intolerant spirit 
will be condemned. Mahone’s financial record 
is execrable; his attitude now is questionable ; 
but he has forced upon the South the issue of a 
free ballot and a fair count which cannot be 
evaded. It must be plumply met.” About 
the ethics of such proceeding, this distinguished 
statesman said that the plan of attacking a 
Senator in such a manner for changing his 
front was extraordinary. ‘‘ My mind,”’ said 
he, ‘‘reverted to the day when W illiam C. 
Rives, Senator from Virginia, abandoned the 
Democracy by which he had been elected, and 
joined the Whigs to fight@he former in their 
United States Bank imbroglio. Comment 
was free, and criticism was caustic, but no 
such attack was indulged in on the fioor of the 
Senate.” 

If the approaching canvass in Georgia thus 
turns out, and knowing ones say that the slate 
is made up, there can be little doubt of tha re- 
sult. Senator Hill’s brilliancy can scarcely 
stand such logic of events. He will hardly be 
able to adjust himself to this liberal policy as 
to keep Goy. Colquitt from securing his seat 
in the Senate. Gov. Brown and Senator Hill 
are upon the best of terms, and now work 
harmoniously in the Senate; but the ex-Gov- 
ernor and Gov. Colquitt have for along time 
understood each other, and may not be 
antagonized in the coming contest. It is 
intended to have both seats of Georgia 
in the National Senate filied by representa- 
tives of the practical conservatism and liberal 
culture of the State. In full accord doves this 
spirit seem with the words of Senator Hoar, 
of Massachusetts, in arecent debate: ‘‘ There 
are Democrats in the South who do not in- 
tend to live any longer in the grave-yards and 
among the tombs, whose face is toward the 
morning, and on whose brow the rising sun- 
light of the future generations of the country 
is already beginning to be visible.” 


NEW-YORE’S LAW-MAKERS. 


A CLAIM BILL KILLED IN THE ASSEMBLY— 

THE STREET-CLEANING BILL’S PROGRESS. 

Auznany, April 4.—The Assembly did a 
commendable thing to-night when it killed the 
bill for the relief of Thaddeus J. McCartie. 
This bill, introduced by Mr. Trimble, came up 
in general orders, and, after Mr. Niles had 
put some questions and ascertained thet the 
Statute of Limitations prevented the collection 
of the claim through the courts, and Speaker 
Sharpe had repeated his opposition to ai} bills 
of its class, the committee rose. A wholesale 
improvement in the tone of the house was dis- 
covered when the motion to progress was put, 
and by an almost unanimous vote the mem- 
bers refused leave to set again, thus xilling 
the bill outright. 

Several of the members of the Citizens’ 
Committee of Twenty-one on Street-cleaning 
are here again to-night, and ex-Aldsrman 
Marshall presented the protest against the bill 
as amended to make the President of the 
Health Department the head of the Street- 
cleaning Bureau. <A good deal of interest has 
been manifested among the Republicans from 
the country as to the proposed change, b 
which the name of Police Commissioner F'renc 
is to be substituted for that of the Mayor. 
Mr. French’s nomination is urged by Mr. 
John J. O’Brien, who has been doing his 
best to show how injurious it will be to the 
Republicans in New-York to turn over the en- 
tire street cleaning patronage to the Demo- 
cratic Mayor. Speaker Sharpe does not, it is 
said, regard the suggestion of Mr. O "Brien 
with favor. While there is a disposition to pass 
the bill, it looks extremely doubtful whether 
the majority is quite worked up to the point 
where it will give the powers asked for to 
Mayor Grace. It seems probable that before 
to-morrow morning some change may be pro- 
osed by which all the objects of the bill may 
8 secured without the sacrifice of political 
patronage. The bill is a special order, and 
will be taken up at 12 o’clock. 

Some nervousness was exhibited by the 
Democrats to-night over a motion to go into 
the order of resolutions, the report having 
been circulatea that the Conkling men intended 
to move to take the motion to reconsider the 
Robertson resolution from the table. No good 
reason could be found for their alarm, as all 
the prominent Conkling men denied that there 
was any intention on their part of moving the 
reconsideration. 

The Senate had a bare quorum in attendance 
this morning. A remonstrance was presented 
from the Committee of Twenty-one against 
the Assembly’s amendment to the Street- 
cleaning bill. Several petitions were pre- 
sented in favor of a Railroad Commission, and 
also for a House of Refuge and Correction for 
Women. Mr. Jacobs introduced a bill appro- 

iating $15,000 to pay the expenses of the 
Thirteenth Regiment to the centennial cele- 
bration of the battle of Yorktown, whither it 
has been selected to go as an escort to the 
State officers. A large number of bills was 
considered in committee. Among those or- 
dered to a third reading were the bill for 
opening and extending Lexington-avenue; 
the bill prohibiting unauthorized persons to 
act as Port Wardens, and the bill to change 
the name of the Bankers’ Life Insurance and 
Trust Company of New-York, to ‘The 
Bankers’ Loan and Trust Company.”

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 
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STKUGGLE WITH THE 

ANARCHISTS. 

THE EXTRAORDINARY MEASURES ADOPTED 
TO PROTECT THE NEW CZAR—A VOTE IN 
THE GERMAN REICHSTAG IN FAVOR OF 
INTERNATIONAL ACTION. 

St. PeTersspurG, April 4.—The Russian 
Philanthropical Society has resolved to pro- 
vide for the families of those who have been 
or may be killed or injured in the. struggle 
against the Nihilists. 

A special guard of troops will be formed, as 
during the Turkish war, for the purpose 
of protecting the Emperor wherever he resides. 

Lonpon, April 4.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says: ‘‘The first measure estab- 
lished by the new elective council of 25 has 
been to invest the city with a chain of Cossack 
patriots, with posts of officers and Police on 
all the roads, so that no ingress or egress of 
persons is allowed until subjected to a strict 
investigation by the commanders of the posts. 
Not even special passports are yet permitted. 
A second measure is now being elaborated by 
which every traveler arriving at a railway 
station will, after examination by the 
Police, be handed over to a _ cabman, 
who must deliver him at the destina- 
tion declared to the Police or promptly 
report any change in the destination. <A third 
measure was proposed and vigorously ap- 
plauded at a general meeting of the 228 Depu- 
ties composing the temporar y Council, but as 
yet the Council of 25 has refused to sanction 
the measure, which was that certain members 
of the Council should take turns in watching the 
streets through which the Emperor might 
pass, thus incurring grave responsibility should 
anything untoward occur. It would be un- 
true to say that the Council’s measures are 
unanimously approved in St. Petersburg.” 

During Saturday and Sunday the executive 
committee of the fund for the defense of Herr 
Most dispatched to the various centres of So- 
cialist leaders copies of the Freiheit printed in 
English and German, containing a manifesto 
protesting against the suppression of the lib- 
erty of the press at the instigation of foreign 
powers. 

Sir William Harcourt, replying toa ques- 
tion in the House of Commons to-day, said the 
prosecution of Herr Most, editor of the 
Freiheit, is not a State, but a Po- 
lice prosecution. Incitement to murder, 
he said, is a_ serious crime whom- 
soever it is committed by or against. Lord 
Spencer-Churchill, (Conservative,) gave notice 
that in view of Sir William Harcourt’s state- 
ment, he would to-morrow ask a question 
about the New-York jrish World circulating 
in Ireland. 

In the Bow-Street Police Court to-day an 
application to admit Herr Most, editor of the 
Freiheit, to bail, was strongly opposed. The 
magistrate decided the case was too serious for 
bail. 

BERLIN, April 4.—The Reichstag to-day, 
with only three dissenting voices, adopted 
Terr Windthorst’s motion requesting Prince 
Bismarck to endeavor to bring about an agree- 
ment among the powers, according to which 
they will undertake to impose penalties upon 
their own subjects and foreign residents for 
assassinating or attempting to assassinate 
heads of States, or inciting to such assassi- 
nation, and deliver up on the demand of the 
Government of his native country any for- 
eigner guilty of assassination or attempt 
to assassinate. Herr Windthorst said the mo- 
tion was only intended to serve as a basis for 
arrangements between the various Govern- 
ments witha view to prevent the right of asy- 
lum being abused for fostering qemanaetion.

A Constantinople correspondent reports that 
at an important Cabinet council on Saturday 
it was decided to send 15 battalions of troops 
to Kossovo, and 20 battalions to the Province 
of Thessaly. 

The Standard says: ‘‘It is understood that 
the Cabinet council on Saturday discussed the 
precise language in which its acceptance of the 
Turkish proposal to Greece is to be conveyed. 
The decision taken by Mr. Gladstone and his 
colleagues has been arrived at by the powers, 
and we anticipate that in the course of the 
present week an international document, 
which will have all the force of an identical 
note, will be presented to Greece.” 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to a question by 
Mr. Bourke, (Conservative,) former Under 
Foreign Secretary, in the House of Commons 
to-day, said that, although important progress 
had been made toward a settlement of the 
Greek question, he is afraid he will be unable 
to make any statement to the House before the 
Easter recess. 
~ Sir Charles Dilke, Under Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, in reply to a question, said the 
Ambassadors had agreed on a frontier line, 
but it is not identical with the Turkish pro- 
posal. It is to be. noted that this probably re- 
fers to the suggested modifications in the 
neighborhood of Prevesa. 
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LORD BEHEACONSFIELD’S ILLNESS. 

COLD WINDS HINDERING HIS RECOVERY— 
THE PATIENT NO WORSE. 

Lonpon, April 4.—Dr. Bruce visited Lord 
Beaconsfield this morning, as well as Drs. 
Kidd and Quain. Subsequently the three doc- 
tors held a consultation, and issued the follow- 
ing bulletin, dated 10:15 o’clock A. M.: ‘‘ Lord 
Beaconsfield was rather restless until 3 o’clock 
this morning. Since that hour he has had 
some quiet sleep. His coughing and expectora- 
tion are less troublesome, and his strength is 
maintained.” This is thought to indicate a re- 
lapse in the condition of the patient. The doc- 
tors, upon being questioned, stated that the 
patient’s condition is as favorable as they 
could expect, but the cold winds are seriously 
interfering with his progress. 

The Times, inits evening edition, says: ‘‘ We 
are informed that at noon the “discomfort ex- 
perienced by Lord Beaconsfield during the 
greater part of the night had been overcome, 
and that the patient is no worse than he was 
yesterday.” 

A bulletin issued at 11 P. M. says that Lord 
Beaconsfield passed a quiet day, and was free 
from spasmodic breathing. ‘lo-night there is 
a slight increase of fever.

MR. GLADSTONE’S BUDGET. 

A CONSIDERABLE INCREASE IN REVENUES 
——PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE TAX LAWS. 
Lonpon, April 4.—In the House of Com- 

mons, Mr. Gladstone rose at 5:25 o’clock to- 

day to make the budget statement, and was 
loudly cheered. He said the gross revenue for 
the past financial year was £84,041,000, which 
showed the considerable increase of £1,341,000 
over the estimate; but £1,000,000 of this 
amount did not arise from the incidence of 
taxation. The total increase from taxation 
was £378,000. Mr. Gladstone said he pro- 
posed to ameliorate somewhat the brew- 
ers’ licenses in favor of private brew- 
ers, and to reduce the duty on 
foreign beer about 1s. 1d., thus placing it about 
on an equality with English beer, and also to 

augment the duty on imported spruce heer. 

Mr. Gladstone said the expenditure last year 

was £83,108,000, which was £714,000 less than 

the estimate. The surplus of revenue over ex- 
penditure was £933,000. The time had now 
arrived, he said, for ‘proposing the conversion 
of the short annuities into longer annuities, 
with a view to the reduction of the debt. He 
proposed to pay off £60,000,000 in 25 years, 

fr. Gladstone estimated the; , expenditure for 
the year just commenced at £84, 705,000, and 
the revenue at £85,990,000, which would leave 

a surplus of £1,285, 000. He proposed to take a 

penny off the income tax and to apply a small 

sum to the construction of barracks. These 
measures, he said, would consume the whole 
surplus and leave an estimated deficit of £275 

t is to be noted that the extra penny of the 
income tax which is to be remitted produced 
last year about £1,000,000. 

Mr. Gladstone also said he proposed — 
ly to reduce the duty on silver plate by 3d. 
ounce, until the whole duty of 18d. shall on 
tirely disappear, (this duty has been considered 
as a great grievance by the silversmiths,) and 
to replace the variable duty on the different 
kinds of foreign spirits by one of 10. 4d. on each 
gallon of standard spirit of all kinds. Itis 
expected that this will produce an increascd 
revenue of £180,000. He also proposed various. 
changes in the probate, legacy, and succession 
duties, but nothing of a very sweeping nature. 
He said the anomalies —e in connection 
with this subject could only be grappled with 
when the law of inheritance was dealt with. 
Mr. Gladstone concluded by stating that the 
final result of all the changes he proposed 
would be for the year just begun an estimated 
surplus of £295,000, and finished speaking at 
q 730. 

After a short discussion on Mr. Gladstone’s 
statement, the resolutions forming the founda- 
tion of the bills to give effect to the budget: 
proposals were agreed to.

A Calcutta correspondent telegraphs: ‘It 
is now announced that the evacuation of Kan-. 
dahar will begin about the 10th inst.”’ 

The Viceroy of India telegraphs as follows: 
‘* An officer from the Ameer has reached Kan- 
dahar, and reports that Hashim Khan, who 
has been sent by the Ameer to take over Kan-. 
dahar, arrived on the 29th ult. at Khelat-i- 
Ghilzai with 2,000 cavalry, including three 
regular regiments. The remainder of the 
force, namely, 5,000 infantry and 12 guns, left 
Kabul on the 21st ult., and the whole force 
should be at Kandahar on the 12th inst.” 

A Paris dispatch says the Government 1s 
firmly resolved to retain M. Andrieux in his 
position of Prefect of Police, and to lay before 
the Chamber of Deputies a scheme depriving 
the municipality of all direct influence over 
the Police estimates. This resolution for the 
time being will put an end to the temptation 
of the municipality gradually to take the place 
of the central Government. 

The same dispatch says: ‘‘It is now certain 
that scrutin de liste will not be debated until 
after Easter. M. Boysset, reporter on the bill, 
being pressed to make a report, tendered his 
resignation on the ground of ill-health, but the 
committee refused to accept it. On being ques- 
tioned in the Chamber, M. Boysset stated that 
he could not be hurried, and the feeling in the 
House seemed to be with him.”’

AN [AN EARTHQUAKE AT CI AT CHIU 
THE ISLAND DEVASTATED ANI 
MANY LIVES LOST. 


SEVERAL PLACES IN THE GRECIAN ARCHI- 
PELAGO VISITED—THE CITY OF CHIC 
LAID WASTE—THREE THOUSAND PER- 
SONS SAID TO HAVE BEEN KILLED OB 
INJURED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 4.—A_ strong 
shock of earthquake at Chio, on the island of 
that name, yesterday, destroyed many houses 
and seriously damaged nearly all which were 
left standing. The latest accounts say that 
many of the inhabitants were killed, and that 
the remainder are encamped in the fields. 
Many of the neighboring villages were de- 
stroyed. During the panic which ensued the 
Eastern Telegraph Company’s office was pil- 
laged. Shocks were also felt in the island of Syra 
and at Smyrna, but no damage is reported. 

There were fresh shocks of earthquake at 
Chio to-day. The inhabitants are taking refuge 
on board of steamers in the harbor. The Gov- 
ernor and some of the officers have quitted the 
town. 

ATHENS, April 4.—A Government dispaten 
has been received concerning the earthquaks 
at Chio, which states that the effects were also 
felt at Tsesme, and that the number of persons 
killed and injured is estimated at 3,000. The 
shock was also felt at Carosto, Eubola, and at 
Tinos. At Syra one house fell. 


The island of Chio, which hes been so 
terribly shaken by earthquake, lies in the 
Grecian Archipelago, off the coast of Asia 
Minor. Itis separated from the main-land by 
the Strait of Chio, which is four miles wide 
in its narrowest part. The area of the island 
is about 400 square miles, and its present popu- 
lation is about 50,000, most of whom are Turks. 


Limestone ridges traverse Chio, giving it a 
rocky and uneven surface and picturesque 
appearance.. There are a few small ye ag 
of water in the valleys, but most of th 
irrigation is by means of water from nai. 
Only a small part of the island is arable. Gum 
mastic is the staple production, among the 
other productions being siik, cotton, wool, 
fruit, and oil. Considerable wine is also made 
on the island. ‘he chief city and capital is 
Chio, or Kastro, situated near the middle of 
the east coast and having 14,500 residents, 
The city is protected by a castle, has a harbor 
and manufactories of silk, velvet, and cotton. 
In ancient times the chief city was called 
Chios, and claimed to have been the birth- 
aor of Homer. The history of the isiand runs 
ack centuries before Christ. In 494 B. C. it was 
invaded and laid waste by the Persians. 
Chio became a member of the Athenian Leagus 
in 479 B. C., and recovered its independence i in 
358 B. C. Philip V. of Macedon took posses- 
sion of the island in 201 B. C., and it after- 
ward became subject to Rome. ‘Turks cap- 
tured the chief city and massacred the inhab- 
itants early in the fourteenth century. Then 
the Genoese gained possession, in 1346, - and 
held it until 1566, when it again fell into the 
hands of the Turks. With the exception of 2 
short period when it belonged to Venice, Ch 
has been under Turkish rule up to the presens 
time. Theinhabitants rose against the Turks 
during the Greek revolution 1822, but 
were soon put down and made io 
suffer terribly for their action. Within two 
months 23,000 persons, without regard to sex 
or age, were put to the sword, 47,000 were 
sold into slavery, and °5,000 fled to escape 
death. Asaresult, the Christian population 
of nearly 104,000 was reduced to 2,000. A 
Greek force commanded by Col. Fabvier, a 
ene attacked the Turkish garrison of 
Chio in 1827, but were beaten and driven from 
the island.

EXPLANATIONS OF THE TROUBLE BETWEEN 
TUNIS AND ALGERIA— ACTION TAKEN 
BY FRANCE. 

Lonpon, April 4.—A British resident of 
Tunis writes to the Times the following, ex- 
plaining the situation there: ‘‘There is be- 
tween Tunis and Algeria a narrow strip of ter- 
ritory barely 15 miles across and running 50 
or 60 miles inland, covered by dense forests 
and inhabited by flerce mountain tribes which 
neither the Bey of. Tunis nor the Governor of 
Algeria have ever been able completely to 
subdue. These tribes carry on from time to 
time a species of guerrilla warfare, sometimes 
against the Tunisians and sometimes against 
the Aigerines, They only pay tribute when 
forced. Under ordinary circumstances they 
are effectually kept in check under a mutual 
agreement by the French and Tunisian troops ; 
but whenever a special grievance is sought 
against the Bey by his powerful neighbors 
recourse is invariably had to alleged raids.” 

In contrast to the foregoing, the French pa- 
pers, after stating that the Tunisian marauders 
will be followed and chastised in their own ter- 
ritory, declare that the Italian Consul at Tunis 
fomented the disorders, and that French pres- 
tige was attacked by an Arabic newspaper, 
po aig by Italian money, which is pub- 
lished at Cagliari and distributed throughout 
Northern Africa. The French papers urgéa 
vigorous policy, aiming at a protectorate over 
Tunis, to counteract the effect on the Moham- 
medans of Algiers. 

Reuter’s dispatch from Rome says: ‘A 
telegram from Tunis states that the Bey has 
received no official information of fighting on 
the frontier, but is nevertheless taking meas- 
ures to insure public security there.” 

A Paris dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
any says: ‘There is no fresh news from 
unis. The Ministry expected to make a 

statement in the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
or to-morrow upon Tunis affairs, but it is im- 
probable that there will be any regular debate 
before the publication of a yellow book on the 
subject. The arrival at Benghazi of the Italian 
mission, conducted by Capt. Camperio, and 
the soundings recently taken by the Italian 
Capt. Bottig ia in the port of Benghazi, have 
given rise to a report thatitis pr opose: d to es- 
tablish an Italian settlement at Tripoli.”

THE OONDITION OF CONQUERED 
PERU. 

TORMING A NEW GOVERNMENT—CHILI’S DE- 
MANDS FOR MONEY—DEEDS OF MUR- 
DER AND DEPREDATION. 

PanaMA, March 26,—The arrival of Gen. 
a“lariano I. Prado, ex-President of Peru, at the 
Grand Hotel on March 22, was made the occasion 
of various demonstratious against that gentleman. 
A fly-sheet was issued in the afternoon of that 
day, in which he was described as “the prototype 
af the traitors to the cause of American republi¢ 
sanism,” and the public was exhorted to ‘‘execute 
with him an act which would resound in the annals 
of the history of the greatest criminals.” This act 
came off in the course of the evening in the shape 
of a tin-can serenade, accompanied with explo- 
sions of Chinese bombs, cries of “Bring out the 
traitor,” &c, The authorities interfered, and the 
mob was dispersed. 

A Lima letter, dated March 10, says that poverty 
mcreases there from day to day, and the want of 
abor makesit the more difficult for the poor to 


obtain means of subsistence. A Chilian officer of 
high rank—Col. Bastemente—is authority for the 
assertion that in the cuartels there is daily dealt 
out to poor families and indigent persons in Lima, 
in provisions, double the amount that is 
required to feed the troops cantoned in 
the city. Pierola is in Janja, where he 
has been issuing decrees with laudable 
diligence. He has convoked a Constituent Assem- 
bly to meet at Huanicayo, and before it he declares 
he will resign his Dictatorship, in order to enable it 
to make terms with the Chilians. This assembly 
will never meet, and the attempt toinvite members 
from all parts of the republic is only another 
proof that Pierola does not understand the state of 
utter prostration and subjection to which 
the country has been reduced. It is said 
be intends to proceed to Arequipa. The 
Chilians declare they will hold no intercourse with 
them, and that they consider the Government of 
Sefior Garcia Calderon the only one which is 
legally established. Calderon is now the Provi- 
sional President. and is busily occupied in the pre- 
liminary labors of organizing a Government. Hoe 
has been endeavoring to persuade the Chilians to 
leave Lima, so as to enable him to install 
bis Government with greater dignity, but 
they have refused to accede to this request. 
Solar, tae Prefect of the Southern departments, 
has been making an ineffectual attempt to move 
on Taecna, but he found his men were unwilling to 
proceed, consequently he returned to Arequipa. 
Montero succeeded in collecting a million of soles 
from the Custom-houses in the North, and also 
made a forced loan in Trujillo, from which city he 
fied directly he ascertained that Col. Martinez with 
a strong expedition wasafterhim.

MILES, THE UTAH BIGAMIST. 


——_—__—~.- 
THE DECISION AGAINST HIM REVERSED ON 
TECHNICAL GROUNDS. 

WasuincTon, April 4.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the Mormon case of John Miles against 
the United States, brought here by appeal from the 
Supreme Court of Utah. Miles was indicted for 
bigamy in the Third District Court of Utah, at Salt 
Lake City. A trial was had, and the jury rendered 
a verdict of guilty. Miles thereunon appealed to 
the Supreme Court of the Territory, where the 
judgment of the District Court was affirmed. He 
now appeals to this court upon the following as- 
signments of error: (1.) That adherents of the 
Mormon faith were unliwfully excluded from the 
jury. * (2.) That the declarations of Miles were ad- 
mitted as proof of his first marriage. (3.) That the 
testimony of the alleged second wife was admitted 
to prove the marriage of Miles to wife No. 1. 

The conclusions of this court are: 

1. That it is evident from the examination of the 
jurors on their voir dire that they believed that 
polygamy was ordained of God, and that the 
practice of polygamy was obedience to the will of 
God. At common law this would have been 
ground for principal challenge of jurors of the 
same faith. It needs no argument to show that a 
jury composed of men entertaining such a belief 
could not have been free from bias or prejudice on 
the trial for bigamy of a person who entertained 
the same belief, and whose offense consisted in the 
act of living in polygamy. But whether the evi- 
dence of bias was sufficient or not, it was so found 
by the triers, and that was conclusive. 

2. ‘that the District Court committed no error 
in admitting the declarations of Miles to prove his 
first marriage, : 

3. That the court below did err in allowing 
Caroline Owens, the second wife, to give evidence 
against Miles touching his marriage with Emily 
Spencer, the first wife. Thelaw of Utah declares 
that a husband shall not be a witness for or against 
his wife or a wife for or against her husband. The 
marriage of Miles with Caroline Owens was 
charged in the indictment and admitted by him 
upon the trial. Tue fact of his previous marriage 
with Emily Spencer was, therefore, the only issue in 
the case, and that was contested to the end of the 
trial. Until the fact of the marriage of Emiy 
Spencer with Miles was_ estabdlished. Caroline 
Owens was prima facie his wife, and she could 
not be used as a witness against him. Nearly all 
the authorities agree that as long as the fact of the 
first marriage is contested the second wife cannot 
be admitted to prove it. It is made clear by the 
record that polygamous marriages are so cele- 
brated in Utah as to make the proof of polygamy 
very difficult. They are conducted in seéret, and the 
persons by whom they are solemnized are under 
such obligations of secrecy that it is almost impos- 
sible to extract the facts from them when placed 
upon the witness stand. If both wives are exclud- 
ed from testitying to the first marriage, as in the 
opinion of this court they should be, under the ex- 
isting rules of evidence, testimony sufficient to 
convict for polygamy in Utah is hardly attainable. 
This is not. Caaener a consideration which ought 
to influence this court. It must administer the 
law as it finds it. The remedy is with Congress by 
enacting such a change in the law of evidence in 
Utah as to make both wives witnesses on indict- 
ments for bigamy. For the error above indicated 
the judgment of the Supreme Court of Utah is re- 
versed, and the cause remanded for a new trial. 
Justice Woods delivered the opinion.

MISCELLANEOUS CILY NEWS 
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COUNTY JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE. 
HE MAKES AN EXPLANATION OF A CHARGE 
AGAINST HIM. 


Ten days ago a letter was received in the 
office of THz Tres stating that if information in 
relation to the payment of $20 per month bya 
court officer to County Judge Henry A. Gilder- 
sleeve was desired, all particulars could be had by 
applying to Andrew W. Vandewater, one of the at- 
tendants of the Court of General Sessions. Al- 
though the story was an old one, the matter was 
investigated and Vandewater was seen bya re- 
porter of this paper. He made an ambiguousstate- 
ment, embracing the charge of having given Judge 
Gildersleeve a consideration for his position in the 
shape of monthly payments to the Judge’s brother, 
but when asked for proof of the charge said that 
evidence was being collected, and in «few days 
the reporters would be invited to examine 
the documents upon which proceedings would be 
commenced against Judge Gildersleeve. A week 
passed without the production of the promised docu- 
ments, and when again asked what steps were be- 


ing taken Vanderbilt replied that nothing would 
he done until he knew whether or not he would 
be removed. * On Thursday last he received notice 
of his removal, and it was then supposed that he 
would disclose all the information in his posses- 
sion. He appeased unwilling, however, to speak 
turther on the subject, and referred all inquirers 
to his counsel. To some of the court officers he 
stated that he had hopes of being icimstated, in 
which event nothing further would be heard of 
the charge he had made against the Judge. If, 
however, he said, he should not be _rein- 
stated, his counsel would bring the alleged 
malfeasance of Judge Gildersleeva before 
the Legislature and the Governor. An afternoon 
paper stated yesterday that “charges looking 
toward the impeachment of one of the Judges of 
the Court of General Sessions” would be brought 
to the attention of the Assembly this week, the 
principal ground of complaint being that the Judge 
** sold offices within his gift, and received a monthiy 
percentage out of the salaries of those whom he 
favored.” In conversation with a reporter of 
THe Trivers last evening, Judge Gildersieeve ex- 
pressed the utmost willingness to speak on the 
subject, and said that, inasmuch as what was in 
reality a family quarrel had found its way into the 
papers, he wished to give the facts the greatest 
publicity, as he had nothing to conceal. In order 
to understand Judge Gildersleeve’s statement, it is 
necessary to state that Vandewater is married to 
his (the Judge's) niece. Vandewater charged that 
on being appointed by Judge Gildersleevs the latter 
had made him promise to pay $20 per month to his 
(the Judge's) brother. He paid the money for 
some time, but then stopped payment, and was 
thereupon threatened with removal, but on stat- 
ing that he would expose the whole busi- 
ness was allowed to remain undisturbed. Nothing 
further was heard of the matter until it was ru- 
mored, two weeks ago, that Vandewater was to be 
removed, whereupon the latter revived his old 
charge against Judge Gildersleevs anc wrote to 
the newspapers on the subject. ‘“Itseems almost 
absurd,” said Judge Gildersieeve, ‘*to be compelled 
to contradict so wiid a charge. If I wereso base 
as to disgrace my judicial position for a moneyed 
consideration, it 1s scarcely likely that I should sell 
myself for so paltry a sum, or levy tribute on a 
member of my own famiiy. I will tell you the 
whole story. My niece, whose parents were 
dead, married Vandewater when she was 
only a schoolgirl of 15, against the 
wishes of myself and the family. After some 
time Vandewater’s father, a very respectable old 
gentleman, lost whatever means he had. and I had 
prictically to support my niece and her children, 
the husband being unwilling or unable to work. 
He promised, however, to do better, and I had 
him appointed conductor on the Broadway rail- 
road, and pought him an outfit. Afteratime he 
left this position, stating that the state of his heaith 
compelled him to do so, but made such promises of 
amendment in the future that I determined to do 
all I could to help him along. A vacancy oc- 
cured just then among my attendants, and 
I thought of appointing my brother Elmer, 
who has a-large family, and 1s employed 
at a trifling salary in Poughkeepsie, to the 
position; but finally, in order to assis my niece 
and her children, I decided to appoint Vandewater. 
When I appointed him I told him that, as he would 
receive much larger wages than he had ever before 
received, he ought to assist his uncle Elmer, who, 
but for him, would have received the position. 
Vandewater promptly consented, and for five 
months, I think, sent my brother $20 per month. 
He then ceased his contributions, but nothing was 
said about the matter, and it dropped from my 
memory. That was over four years ago, and if 
this, as he says, isthe ground of my removing him, 
I have taken a long time todoit. The reasons 


for which I removed him were these: About a 


month ago I began to be swamped with 
letters from persons from whom he had ob- 
tained money and property and refused to pay. 
One was from a boarding-house keeper from whom 
he had obtained board for himself and family. On 
investigating this case I found that he had broken 
up housekeeping, had sent my niece and her two 
children to Jersey to live, promising to pay $8 per 
week for their board, but had actually sent them 


only $5 during the month of March, I understood 


this conduct when I learned that he was ltving in 
Fast Eighty-seventh-street as an unmurried man, 
under the rame of Wheeler, and was actually en- 
gaged to be married toa respectable young lady,who 
had purchased her wedding outfit and made all prep- 
arations forthe event. He dressed stylishly, wore 
massive jewelry, and showed the young lady's 
tather a handsome brown-stone house which he 
said he had purchased for his prospective bride. 
When I learned ail this, I concluded that he was 
unfit to be a court officer, and thought 't high time 
I should take action, I therefore conc uded to re- 
move him, which I did on the Ist inst., and have 
appointed his wife’s brother to the position thus 
rendered vacant. Since his removal I have heard 
that he has made these absurd charges against me 
in every direction, but I did not know “hat he had 
written to the newspapers. Nothing but consider- 
ation for my niece andthe young lady whom he 
deceived prevented his being arrested and indicted 
for attempted bigamy. In his youth he was com- 


mitted to the Poughkeepsie Insane Asylum, and 


since his discharge he has always fal en back on 
that circumstance as an excuse for any extrava- 
gance he may commit, 

Investigation proved that the stetements of 
Judge Gildersieeve were correct. \Vandewater, 
under the name of Andrew Wheeler, was engaged 
to be married tothe daughter of Mr. J. K. Dalton, 
a respectable gentleman living at No. 162 East 
Eignty-seventh-street, his lawful wife being still 
alive. He obtained a handsome suit: of clothes 
from a tailor, anda gold watch and chain worth 
$125 from M. Weil, a brother officer in the General 
Sessions Court, for which he was to pay in month- 
ly installments. When it was learned shat he was 
removed, the tailor and the owner of the jewelry 
madea demand forthe return of ther property, 
and by advice of his counsel Vandewater returned 
it in the presence of a witness. Vandewater 
states that he has documentary evidence of bis 
payment of monthly sums to Judge G idersleeve’s 


brother, and that these payments were made in 
pursuance of an agreement entered into between 
himself and the Judge prior to his appointment to 
the position of court officer. 
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THE TAMMANY SOCIETY. 
KELLY’S FORCES PREPARING FOR THE ELEC- 


TION OF SACHEMS, 


There {s a “ busy hum of preparation” in the 


Tammany Society, or Columbian Order, for the an- 
nual election of officers, which will take place two 
weeks hence. There are 13 Sachems, a Treasurer, 
a Wiskinskie, and a Sagamore to be elected. The 
great wigwam in Fourteenth-street belongs to the 
society, and the Sachems control the property. It 


is valuable, and the revenue derived by the so- 


clety from rents paid by the proprietors of the 


German theatre, the ball-room, the lager beer 
saloon on the first floor, and otherwise is large. 
The society, which professes to be non-partisan, has 
held the property in trust for many years for the 
sole benefit of the Tammany Hall Democratic or- 
ganization. Democrats opposed to that associa- 
tion are not allowed to meet in the building. There 
have been a number of efforts, allof them abortive, 
by Democrats opposed to Tammany to gain control 
of the society by the election ot a Board of Sachems. 
Ex-District Attorney Nelson J. Waterburv, John 
Savage, formerly of the Register’s office; Col, 
Emanuel B. Hart and latterly ex-Mayor Cooper, 
Commissioner of Public Works Hubert O. Thomp- 
son, Thomas Costigan, John Fox, and other weil- 
known Democrats have tried, with more 
or less success, to battle against the rul- 
ing element. This year it is rumored 
in political circles that there will be a vigorous 
effort made by the anti-Tammanyites in the so- 
ciety to overthrow the Kelly influence. Mr. Kelly 
and his friends, taking the alarm, have been for six 
months past getting everybody upon whom they 
could depend to join the society, and from present 
appearances it would seem that they have a 
large enough following to defeat ary attempt to 
deprive them of the controlof the wigwam. What 
Kelly’s opponents are going todo is not publicly 
known. Itissaid that they are busily at work, 
and will make a good fight at the annual election. 
At the meeting last night Grand Sachem Schell, 
Who has not presided over the society for a long 
time, was in the chair. It was resolved that he 
should appoint a committee of six to zominate 
Sachems and other otucers fe? the ensuimz year. 
When the Sachems are electe# they will elect a 
Grand Sachem and a Father of the Councii The 
members of the society were apparently very much 
interested in the proceedings, but were very reti- 
cent as to what took piace. Secretary Joel O. 
Stevens said that the only business done by the 
society was the appaintment of a committee to 
nominate ofiicers, and that a half-dozen persons 
had been initiated. Among the persons initiated 
was Edward Cahill, ot Park-row.

RAPID TRANSIT TiME REPUCED. 

The Brooklyn Boardof Aldermen yesterday, 
after aJong debate, passed a resolution by a vote 
of 17 to 7%, directing the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany to remove the fence from either side of their 
tracks on Atlantic-avenue, from Fiatbush-ayenue 
to East New-York, and to reduce the speed of all 
trains within the city limits to six miles an hour. 
The obj ct of the resolution, as stated by Alder- 
man McCarthy, Chairman of the Railroad Commit- 
tee, is to force the building of a depressed or tvfh- 
nel road on Atlantic-avenue, the property-owners 
along the route objecting toa surface road. If 
the resolution is signed by the Mayor, rapid 
transit b tween tue centre of Brooklyn and the im-

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portant suburb of East New-York will be abolished 
for some time.

PIERS FOR SHIPS AND BOATS. 
CANAL AND OCEAN STEAMER MEN BEFORE 
THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE. 


The Assembly commitiee to investigate the 
leasing, building, and general management of the 
piers of the City made an extended tour around 
the North and East River water-front yesterday. 
The trip was made in the tug Ivanhoe, and the 
party comprised Assemblymen Williams, Browning, 
and Tully, Gen. Henry A. Barnum, Mr. George M. 
Clark, and others. Chairman Williams and the 
other members of the committee had previously 
made an exterded tour over the same ground on 
Saturday afternoon, immediately on the adjourn- 


ment of the investigation. They went as private 
citizens, aud were not recoguized by any of the 
lessees or steam-ship people. Yesterday's trip was 
extended down the Brooklyn water-frort as far as 
Gowanus Basin. The members of the committee 
expressed themselves as satisfied that the canal- 
boats could be removed from their present loca- 
tion, between Piers Nos. 2 and 8 East River, to the 
district between Grand and East Twenty-third 
street, East River, and that the piers thus set free 
could be aevoted to the sailing commerce which 
was in so much need of dock facilities. And this 
planis to locate the canal-boat district between 
West Twelfth and West Twenty-sixth streets, 
North River. 

After a four hours’ voyage, during which special 
attention was paid by the committee to the condi- 
tion of the shedded piers, the Ivanhoe returned to 
the City, and the taking of testimony was resumed 
in the Manager's room of the Produce Exchange. 
A number of witnesses gave evidence similar to 
that adduced on Saturday, viz.: That there was a 
scarcity of deep water piers for sailing ships, and 
that, the shedding of piers and their generally ex- 
clusive occupation by the steam-ship companies 
and railroads had much to do with this scarcity. 
Charles F. Elwell was in favor of moving the canal- 
boat district from its present location. James R. 
Sutton said his vessels couldn’t unload as well ata 
shedded as at an open pier. A defect in the pres- 
ent Street-cleaning bill was the clause making Pier 
No. 19 East River one of the dumping docks. At 
present that pier was one of the very few on the 
East River at which deep-water ships could unload. 
Capt. Vosburg, of the Schuyler Transportation 
Line, was strongly opposed to the plan of 
moving the canal-boat district, because if 
carried out it would add one-half cent per 
bushel to the cost of towing grain. In his judg- 
ment, it would be practically impossible to bring 
the large tows around Corlear’s Hook against the 
swift current. ‘ihe same objections, in a measure, 
applied to the proposed new canal-boat district on 
the North River. The present location between Piers 
Nos. 2 and 8 East River was the most sheltered and 
the most convenient on all accounts. President 
Parker. of the Produce Exchange. thought the 
usefulness of the present canal-boat district was, 
to a great extent, ended by the new system of 
grading grain. A number of other witnesses con- 
sidered the shedding of piers detrimental to the 
shipping interests—that is, the interests of sailing 
vessels. On the other hand, Mr. Andrew Under- 
hill, of the Guion Steam-ship Line, controverted 
the statements of the previous witnesses concern- 
ing the steam-ship companies. He testified that 
other vesseis besides the Guion steamers were in 
the habit of loading at the bulkhead adjoining 
their vier every day, and that the bulkhead was 
not closed up or constantly occupied by them. The 
steam-ship companies had been compelled to shed 
their piers in order to unload in rainy weather, 
whereas, if they were forced to wait for open 
piers to be assigned them, their one-million-dollar 
steam-ships would be run at a loss. Ocean steam- 
ers could not afford to wait for open piers, or take 
the chances of their cargoes getting wet. At pres- 
ent, the Anchor Ling, by means of its single shedded 
pier, was enabled to do four times the business 
that it did at four or five open piers in the old sail- 
ing times. Its shed, like most of the others, was 
fire-proof on the outside, and did not take fire re- 
cently when the second pier below was burned. 
and this notwithstanding the fact that the wind 
was blowing high and sparks fellon the roof. The 
committee adjourned to meet at the Metropolitan 
Hotel to-day at 11 o’clock. 


THE TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 


VARIOUS MOTIONS IN THE SUIT OF WILLIAM 
8. WILLIAMS. 

Three motions in the telegraph litigation 
were heard by Judge Speir. in the Superior Court, 
Chambers, yesterday. The first two were to admit 
the American Union and Atlantic and Pacific Tele- 
graph Companies as parties defendant to the suit 
of William §. Williams against the Western Union 
Company. The ground of these motions was 
that the two corporations seeking to enter 
the suit were prejudiced by proceedings in it, 
and should have an oprortunity to protect 
their rights. The third motion, made on behalf of 


these two companies, and also the Western Union 
Company, was to vacate Chief-Justice Sedgwick’s 


injunction restraining the Western Union from dis- 
tributing a stock dividend of $15,526,590 among its 
stockholders. It was based on the grounds of al- 
leged prejudice to parties’ to the suit, and of new 
facts not known to the Chief-Justice when 
he made his decision. Mr. Everett P. Wheel- 
er read the papers containing the grounds 
of the motion. Mr. Robert Sewell read 


ananswer to the petition of the American 
Union and Atlantic and Pacific Companies, This 
answer alleged that the suit was one of a cestui 
que trust against Trustees to prevent the latter 
from doing illegal acts. and to compel them to re- 
turn money paid out by them in an illegal manner. 
The Union Trust Company was made a party to the 
suit because the illegal acts were threatened to be 
done with its aid, but no other corporation had, or 
could have, any interest in it, and, the answer con- 
tinued, the American Union and Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Companies, now “shadows of their former 
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selves, without volition, will, or authority,” seek 
admission merely to aid the Western Union, whose 
instruments they are. It is also denied by this 
answer that during 16 years the Western Union 
Company purchased with its surplus earnings prop- 
erty now of the actual valne of $15,526,590, and the 
assertion that such purchases have been made is 
declared ** an impudent and positive fraud,” “*with- 
out foundation in fact,””» and made ‘as a pretext 
for the issue of stock enjoined by the Chief-Justice 
of this.court.” 


The arguments of Messrs. Everett P. Wheeler | 


and A.J. Vanderpoel for the American Union and 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Companies was di- 
rected to showing that those corporations shouid 
be admitted as defendants in order to protect their 
rights. in view of the claim made by the plaintiff 
that the injunction of Judge Sedgwick practicaily 
nullifies the agreement made between the three 
telegraph companies on Jan. 19. It was also 
argued that Chief-Justice Sedgwick’s opinion 
in the injunction proceedings showed 
his conclusion would have been different 
if proof had been given that the property repre- 
senting the proposed stock dividend cost or was 
worth $15,526,590, which proof had since been ob- 
tained. Mr. Robert Sewell replied briefly to these 
arguments, emphasizing the points made in the 
answer putin by his client. Gen. Wager Swarne 
closed the case forthe Western Union Company. 
He remarked that if Williams were granted the 


relief he asked in his complaint, he and his fellow- 
stockholders would be fined about $5,000,000, be- 


cause, in such case the $15.000,000 would go to the 
Western Union Company, which has been changed 
in its constituents by the a; reement of Jan. 19, 
last. Gen. Swayne then argued that the Western 
Union had a legal and equitable right to distribute 
its surplus earnings in any way to its stockholders. 
The case was submitted to Judge Speir at the close 
of Gen. Swayne’s address. The formal trial of the 


suit is set down for Easter Monday,

WITH TWO WOUNDS IN HIS HEAD. 


BEING ARRESTED FOR THEFT AN ODD COIN- 
CIDENCE LEADS TO 8USPICION. 

A man entered the jewelry store of Isidor 

Leykowitz, No. 29034 Grand-street, about 11:30 

o’clock yesterday morning, and asked for finger 


rings. Mr. Leykowitz placed a tray of rings on the 


counter, and the man selected two of them valued 


at $12. ‘I guess these’ll do,” he said, and, darting 
out of doors, he ran up the street. Mr. Leykowitz 
chased the thief several blocks, and finally met 
Officer Bayer, of the Tenth Precinct, who arrested 
the robber. When the latter removed his hat in 


the station-house two wounds were discovered on 
his head, one on the forehead and another on the 
left side, near the ear. He said his name was Wil- 
liam Emmett, and refused to teil how he received 
his injuries. As the officers in the Seventeenth 
Precinct had given notice that they were looking 
for a burglar who was supposed to have been 
shot by one of the- officers about two weeks 
ago, Emmett was sent to Police Head-quar- 
ters. He told Superintendent Walling that 
he was shot by some unknown person while he 
was passing a vacant lot at Third-avenue near 
Flatbush, Brooklyn. Superintendent Walling 
sent the prisoner to the Essex Market Police Court, 
where he said his name was James W. Davis, and 
Justice Smith committed him in default of $500 
bail, tor the Grand-street robbery. In the mean- 
time, Officer T. H. Reid, of the Seventeenth Pre- 
cinct, partially identified the prisoner as a man 
whom he had shot. The officer saia that on Tues- 
day mornii'g, March 22, about 4 o’clock, he found 
two men b-eaking into Doyle’s saioon, at No. 
8 Third-avenue. When the burglars saw the 
officer they ran down Twelfth-street and through 
Basstord’s-alley. The officer fired four shots at 
them, the last two in quick succession, One of the 
men faltered, and facing the officer, cried out, "I’m 
hit.””. His comp. nion assisted him to keep running, 
and they managed to escape. 

Davis claimed that he was shot in Flatbush- 
avenue, Brooklyn, in the evening of Tuesday. 
March 22.  .He informed a Times reporter that 
after he was shot he ran around the corner from 
Flatbush-avenue into Fifth-avenne, to De For- 
rest’s drug-store. The druggist directed hm 
across the street, to the office of Dr. Wilde, No. 35 
Fifth-avenue, who dressed his wounds. The next 
morning Davis came to New-York and went to 
the Van Dyke House, at Bavard-street and the 
Bowery, where he was advised to go to the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital. He went there and again had 
his wounds dressed, but the ball was not extracted. 
This story was corroborated at the hospital by Dr. 
Murray, who remembered the circumstances. He 
was of opinion that the ball, which he thought 
must have shot from atwoutw.tmao.nalihna nie.

tol, had been extracted by the surgeon in Brooklyn 
who previously attended the man. Dr. Wilde said 
last evening that, so far as he was concerned, 
Davis's story was correct. He had a “whist party” at 
his house on Tuesday evening. March 22, and about 
9 o'clock a man, who was bleeding from fresh 
wounds in his head, came to him for treatment, 
The doctor said he was sure the ball was still in the 
man's head, since it had not been extracted by the 
surgeons in the Chambers-street Hospital.

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YOUNG MEN IN DISGRACE. 
MR. VANCE, OF NORTH CAROLINA, GETS INTO 
A FIGHT IN A BROADWAY HOTEL. 

Two well-dressed young men entered the 
Grand Central Hotel last evening, both in an intox- 
icated condition. They were noisy, and one of the 
clerks told the head porter to get them out as 
quickly as possible. They went out after a 
wrangle nd ae tussle, .in which the 
porter and his aids showed that physi- 
cal resistance would be foolish. Outside 
the hotel an old man known as “ Nick” keeps even- 
ing newspapers for sale ona board. They got into 
a dispute with him, and, as far as was 
known last night, the disagreement was 
brought about by their upsetting his papers. 
Then they attempted to fight each other, 
but their blows were aimed wildly, ana only result- 
ed in attracting an immense crowd, through which 
Officer Golle, of the Fifteenth Precinct, struggled 
and arrested the combatants. At the Mercer-street 
Station-house a charge of being drunk and disorder- 
ly was made against the prisoners, who said they 
were Charles Vance, aged 25, a clerk, and A. 
B. Munnson, aged 29, a clerk. Both refused 
to say where they lived, were locked up. 
Shortly atterward friends of the prisoner called 
and partly succeeded in inducing the Police to 
keep the affair a secret. It was, however. learned 
that Vance was a son of ex-Governor and United 
States Senator Vance, tof North Carolina, and 
it was rumored that he was on_nis wedding 
trip North. Friends made every effort to secure 
the release of the prisoners. They went to Mayor 
Grace's residence, and were told to go tu Police 
Head-quarters. There Inspector Murray said he 
was powerless to get the prisoners released, but 
suggested that perhaps a magistrate might open 
court forthem. Justices Flammer and Bixby were 
sought after, but at 1 o’clock this morning Vance 
and Munson were Sh oe and will in all probability 
be brougnt into the Jefferson Market Police Court 
when the watch is called this morning.

SUSPEUTED OF PARRICIDE. 

Coroner Warner impaneled a jury at Pater- 
son, N. J., yesterday to investigate the death of 
Hugh Donohue, who died under somewhat sus- 


picious circumstances on Sunday morning. After 
viewing the remains, the inquest was adjourned 
until to-morrow at2P. M. The deceased was 65 
years of age, and lived on a farm in Bergen County, 
near the Wesel bridge, leading from Paterson. He 
and his wife did not agree, and she lived apart 
from him with their son, John, aged 35, at the cor- 
ner of Main-street and Washington-avenue, Pater- 
son. Mrs. Donohue is weakly and nervous, and 
near her husband's age. She says when he came 
to her house on Saturday evening he was so drunk 
that he immediately fell over and into a heap of 
crockery and other articles on the floor; again he 
fell against the table, and finally fell against the 
Stove, striking his head with great force against 
one corner, knocking the stove out of place and 
bringing the pipe down about him. She sent for 
her son,John, who was in a neighboring saloon, 
and he tried to quell his father’s drunken ravings. 
Failing to do so he went for a policeman, who, on 
his arrival at the house, found Douokue in bed, 
whither he had been taken by his wife and his son. 
The officer wiped the blood off his face, and told 
John that the old man was badly hurt. A phy- 
sician was sent for, who dressed the wounds, put 
thought there was nothing serious, and after dress- 
ing them went awav, advising, however, tnat 
another physician be sentfor. ‘this was not done 
until toward morning, when the-old man became 
very much worse, when other physicians were sum- 
moned by John, but too lute, as his father died 
within halfan hour, The fact that the old man on 
Saturday night and just before he died kept crying. 
“My wife and my son took all my property, and 
now they have murdered me,” and that a boy in 
the same house says he saw John strike his father 
on Saturday night with a heavy pitcher, which was

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PARTIES IN CALIFORNIA. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

Different parties are beginning to make their 
calculations in relation to the next election in this 
State.

ee : 
LIFE APPLIANCES IN GOOD ORDER 
AND THE BOILERS SAFE. 
MAYOR GRACE AND MR. CHARLES A. DANG 
CALLED AS WITNESSES—PERSONS et 
LIFE-PRESERVERS SAVED — CONDITIO 
OF THE FLUES AND THE BOATS. 


Many witnesses were examined for the da 
fense yesterday, in the United States Circuit Court 
in the trial of Inspectors Jayne and Mathews fou 
manslaughter. Among them were Mayor Grace 
Charles A. Dana, and Stephen H. Olin, son-in-law 
of S. L. M. Barlow, one of the owners of the vessel 
all of whom were passengers on the Seawanhak¢ 
at the time of her destruction. J. O. Underhill, 
boiler-maker, was first examined. He testified thaf 
he examined the boilers after the accident and 
after the ruptured tube had been taken ont. H¢ 
took out one tube himself and examined the tubeg 
and flues generally. He cfound them showing 
signs of wear, but not to an extent that, ig 
his judgment, would render them unsafe, 
On cross-examination, he admitted that the hy: 
drostatic test ought to have shown the weaknes 
of that tube in March, 1880, when the inspectiog 
was made. Philip Maguire, a boiler-maker, said 
he examined the Seawanhaka’s boiler with hav~ 
mer and lamp in February or March, 1880, at Ros 
lyn, and discovered no defect. He acknowledgeca 
however, that he was affected with deafness 
which made it to some extent difficul, t 
detect a defect by sound. The witnese ex 
pressed the opinion that a hydrostatic tes 
inspection of the boilers could be made in 1 
or 15 minutes. Assistant United States At< 
torney Fiero asked quickly: ‘Could a maz 
look allthe way through the 160 tubes in thos 
boilers in that time?” The witness created a burst 
of laughter in court by instantly replying, “Idon’t 
know as it wouldtake any longer to look all th 
way through the tubes than it would to look hal4 
the way through them.” Andrew Craft, the As« 
sistant Inspector of Hulls, testified that life-pres 
servers were placed in eight different and AT | 


ble portions of the vessel, and that one-half o 
them were new in 1879. 


James Udall, President of the company whic 
owned the Seawanhaka, was then called. He tes« 
tified that he was informed in May, 1880, that th 
Steam-boat Inspectors, the defendants, hed ordered 
a life-raft to be procured and carried on the 
steamer. He called tosee them abonat it, and tald 
them he did not think a raft necessary, as the ves< 
sel was always near shore on her route. The In< 
spectors then referred him to Supervising Inspecto# 
Kirby, and that officer concurred with himin the 
belief that it was not necessary. Judge Benedics 
here cajled the attention of Gen. Foster, sonnets 
for the defense, to the fact that under the rules fo 
equipment in evidence, issued by the Treasury 
Department, the Supervising Inspector had n< 
authority in the matter, and that rule 1% 
applied only to vessels plying on_ rivers 
George Chase testified that at the time the Seawan- 
haka was burning he was on board a steam-lauach 
in the neighborhood, and that he picked up som 
40 or 50 persons from the water, all, or nearly all, o 
whom had on life-preservers. James Gibbon, 2 
Hell Gate pilot, testified that :e was a passenger on 
the Seawanhaka when she was burned, and assisted 
in an effurt to launch the life-boat on the starboard 
side. This was the wooden life-boat which wit. 
nesses for the Government have testified was in a 
warped and leaky condition and was burned with 
the steamer. The witness said the heat and flames 
drove him away, and that when he left the life. 
boat its bow wasinthe water and the stern was 
hanging by the ‘falls’ to the davits. Afterward 
the fire burned the ‘fails’ and the boat got free 
and drifted ashore. It was not burned at all, was 
in good condition, floated well, and did not leak. 
In reply to Mr. Fiero, Gibbon said he was familiayv 
with boats and should know themif he saw theng 
a second time—he should know the Seawanhaka’'g 
boat if he sawitin Europe, He admitted, hows 
ever, finally, that many steamers passed the spot 
where the disaster took place, and that it was poss 
sible that the boat which drifted ashore belonged 
to one of them. 

Edgar M. Weeks, engineer of the Seawanhaka, 
was recalled. Hesaid the lower end of the boilet 
connection was not full of holes—perforated, asa 
some of the Government witnesses had described~ 
at least it was not full of holes prior to the burning 
of the vessel. He never used salt water in th¢ 
boilers on more than two occasions, and then only 
fora short time. The inspection made by the Gov 
ernment Inspectors, which he also witnessed, wag 
as thorough as it could have been without taking 
the boilers to pieces. William H. Decker, a Hell Gate 
boatman, testified that he saw the Seawanhaka’s 
life-boat lowered into the water, and saw two or 
three passengers jump into it. Charles P. Smith, 


. Captain of the Seawanhaka, was next examined at 


some length. He testified that he saw the Seawans 
haka’s life-boat on Sunday last, at Fort Washing: 
ton—the same boat that was on the steamer when 
she was burned. It was in good condition, and 
was alsoin good condition when the steamer wag 
burned. He identified it by certain repairs he hag 
had made on it, and alsc_by a peculiar knot-hole 
onits starboard side. When the vessel was in-« 
spected, on March 16, 1880, there was a full com- 
plement of life-preservers on board. and they wera 
in good condition. A life-raft would have been of 
no avail in the disaster. The witness expressed 
the belief that had the passengers displayed more 
presence of mind a much larger number would 
have been saved. 

Mr. Charlies A. Dana. editor of the Sun. was the 
next witness. He testified that he was on board 
the Seawanhaka when she was burned. and haa 
traveled on her for several years. He knew thaé 
the equipment of the vessel with life-boats and life. 
preservers was good, and that they were in generai 
good order, He regarded the conduct of the pas: 
sengers on discovering the fire, as very disorderly 
in the main—some were cool and collected, bai 
others were much frightened. The danger cama 
on ali very suddenly, but many more passengers 
could have been saved if they had kept cool anc, 
waited till the steamerwas beached. Mr. Fiero 
on cross-examination, elicited the information 
that when the alarm of fire was given 
Mr. Dana, Mr. Hitchcock, Mr. Olin, «nd Mr. 
Barlow were in the latter's private cabin 
playing picquet, but he could not remember what 
stage in the game they had reached. He had no 
idea how long the fire had then been burning, but 
he left the cabin at once. Hedid not remember’ 
having seen the life- boats at all duringthefire. He 
first saw a tongue of fame coming up from around 
the wooden casing of the engine-room. He and 
those about him all went aft. He went to the 
racks where the life-preservers were and pulled 
downanumberofthem. He took one himself and 
handed some to other persons, and all that he 
handied were in good condition. He knew twe 
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persons, certainly, to whom he gave life preservers, 
who were saved. Mr. Fiero here made an effor, 
to put in evidence an editorial article from 
the sun of Aug. 13, 1880, but the cour 
ruled itout. The article in question characterizec 
these indictments for the loss of the Seawanhaka 
as absurd and without anything to sus 
them, and expressed the opinion that they wo 
never be brought totrial. Stephen H. Olin testi 
fied in substance that he saw an abundance of life: 


preservers in good order on board, and that ke 
used one to save himself and swam ashore with it, 
William R. Grace, Mayor of New York, was next 
called. He testified tnat he was on board the Sea- 
wanhaka, with his wife and two daughters, when 
the vessel was burned, and had traveled on her 
every summer for six or seven years. He saw 2 
plentiful supply of life-preservers on board and 
put life-preservers on his wife and daughters. He 
took them as they came to hand and found 
them in good order. He was himseif among the 
last to leave the vessel. After putting 
a life-preserver on hs eldest daughter, he placed 
her in care of a gentleman and she leaped over 
board and was saved. Next, his wife and his sec- 
ond daughter jumped, and he followed them. They 
ait teaped from the stern of the boat and into deep 
water, aud were allsaved. Mayor Grace, on cross 
examinaticn, said he saw one of the life-boats 
burned up, and it was the boat on the starboard 


side, Had there been a life-raft on the main deck 
he had no doutt some persons might have beer 


saved by it. ES Ew 


ESCAPE THROUGH A SISTER'S AID. 
Jobn Lane and Dennis Sullivan got into 4 
dispute while under the influence of liquor on 
Sunday evening, and when they reached Worth- 
street, near Baxter, came to blows. They were 


thus engaged when Officer Sims, of the Fourteenth 


Precinct, came up and, separating them with much 
difficulty, undertook to take them to the station: 
house. Honora Lane, the sister of John, and 
a muscular girl about 19 years old, interfered, and, 
as the officer says, wrested his club from him anc 
felled him witha blow. He further charges than 
she kicked him as he lay on the sidewalk, and thug 
enabled her brother to mare his escape. Sims 
regained his feet and took tho girl and Suilivan 
into custody. Both were taken beiore Justice 
Morgan, in the Tombs Court, yesterday morning.

Last night’s proceedings of the Ninth 
District Republican Association are not of 


special public interest, but they help to 
illustrate the reasons why the great ma- 
jority of the party hold aloof from these 
organizations. A member was expelled, 
after proceedings not distinguished by order 
or fairness, mainly because he had objected 
to the nomination of the ex-President of the 
association for United States Marshal. This 
seems to have been considered either 
“conduct unbecoming a member” or 
‘‘a violation of the by-laws of the 
association, or both.’? The meeting was 
all but unanimous in approving of the ex- 


pulsion of the rebellious member, so that j 


the Ninth District Association is presumably 
harmonious once more. It is obvious, how- 


ever, that harmony obtained by such means 
may be purchased at the sacrifice of strength, 
not to say of character. 


A letter which we publish this morning 
from Augusta, Ga., explains very fully the 
effect of the campaign in that State last 
Fall, to which we directed the attention of 
our readers frequently at the time. The re- 
sult of the dispute among the Demo- 
craits which made it necessary for 
each side to seek aid from _ the 
negro voters has been to confirm the inde- 


pendence and the security of that class. 
The subsequent election of ex-Gov. Brown 
to the Senate was another proof of the ex- 
tent of the liberal spirit which had sprung 
up in Georgia. It now seems likely that 
Gov. CoLguirt and Senator Ben Hix 
will renew next year the contest which 
the former waged with success last 
Fall, and on much the _ same lines. 
‘The immediate object will be Hriw’s seat in 
the Senate, and that gentleman will repre- 
: : hi 1 
sent the Bourbon faction, while Gov. Con- 
QuiTT will represent the progressive clement. 
Of the success of the latter our correspond- 
ent thinks there can beno doubt. Twostrug- 
gies, in which colored men’s votes shall be 
valuable to each side, will pretty well settle 


the question of equal suffrage in Georgia. 


The time for sensational budgets has 
passed in England, there being very few im- 
perial taxes considered burdensome—except 
the income tax—left to remit, and no excuse 


for imposing new ones. Of the entire sum 


of $410,000,000 annually raised for the 


support of the British Government, 
the three sources of Customs, Excise, and 
stamp duties yield about $280,000,000—the 
present income taxof 5d. perpound sterling 


apparently yielding , some $40,000,000 more. 
Mr, GLADSTONE proposes to take a penny off 


the income tax and to make some trifling 
reductions and equalizations in other di- 
rections. The productive power of the 
Income tax would seem to have greatly 
diminished, if the cable statement be cor- 
rect, that the penny to be remitted yielded 


but $5,000,000 last year, In 1878 and pre- 


vious years, when the rate was 3d. per pound 
sterling, the amount raised was some 
$9,500,000 for every penny of the rate. 
It has been the honorable distinction 
of Mr. GLapstone that he has strenuously 


tosisted on measures being taken for a more 


speedy reduction of the public debt than 
Parliament has ever been disposed to au- 
thorize. One feature of her new budget is 
the proposal, under a system of converted 
annuities, to provide for a reduction of 
$3800,000,000 in 25 years—not a remarkable 
feat from our point of view, but a very 
creditable one according to English ideas on 
the subject. 


When the bill providing for the creation 
of a Board of Railroad Commissioners was 
taken out of the hands of the Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Assembly and referred to the 
Committee of the Whole, it was understood 
to be on account of a disposition of the 
former body to delay action upon it for the 
purpose of injuring its chance of success. 
We were, therefore, justified in expecting 
a prompt consideration of it by the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House. But whatever 
adverse influence found its way into the 
committee room appears to have made its 
appearance in the Assembly Chamber, for 
the spirit of delay has evidently as- 
serted itself there. The representatives 
of the railroads are always vigilant 
and persistent, and if they can stave 
off action in the Assembly until it is too late 
for the bill to be pressed to a vote in the 
Senate they will do so. It behooves the 
representatives of the people to be equally 
wakeful, and to insist on a speedy consider- 
ation of the measure. It should be passed 
at this session, but if it is defeated every 
member of both houses should be forced to 
put himself on record, that he may be judged 
by his constituents. 

There seems to be a strong disposition on 
the part of Republicans in the Assembly to 
find some way by which the street-cleaning 
business may be reformed ‘‘ without the 
surrender of patronage.’’ As patronage is 
the radical vice of this as of other branches 
of Municipal business, these Republicans 
contemplate an entirely hopeless task. 
We have no special confidence in 
Mayor Grace, but we do _ main- 
tain that it should be left to the 
people to bring the responsibility for all 
kinds of maladministration directly home 
to the man whom they elect as their chief 
executive officer. There is no half way be- 
tween governing the City by commissions 
appointed by the Legislature and leaving 
the people of the City absolutely free to 
manage their own affairs, and all at- 
tempts to make one have simply resulted 
in jobbery aud incapacity equally disgrace- 
ful and disastrous to the Republican Party. 
If Mayor Grace does not succeed in finding 
aman who will keep the streets clean, the 
failure will be visited on him and on the 
party which sustains him. All this higgling 
over the appointment of the employes of the 
Street-cleaning Department is not only very 
contemptible, but also extremely foolish, pol- 
itics. 

THE QUARREL IN THE SENATE. 

Mr. Dawes yesterday hinted, at the close 
of the session of the Senate, that it was the 
intention of the Republicans—plus Mr. Ma- 
HON#, we presume—to ‘‘sit out’’ the dis- 
pute over the executive offices. In his own 
language, ‘‘he hoped that the minority 
would come prepared to stay till the will of 
the majority is bowed to.’’ It is a hope 


which, to a certain extent, is shared by the 


whole country. It will be an immense re- 
lief to every one if the Senate, instead of ex- 
tending its exhibitions of general obstinacy 
from day to day, will lump them, if we may 
say so, and be done with their quarreling 
once for all. There was some reason why 


the Republicans should have insisted on the 
formation of the committees, and they were 
quite right in using the firmness necessary to 
that purpose. But what reason is there 
why they should refuse to go on with 
the business of the session because they 
cannot select their Clerk and  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, and the petty servants 
who wait on them in various ways. It 
may be said what right have the Democrats 
to prevent the election of officers by dilatory 
motions? The answer is easy—they have 
no very clear right, but they have the power 


and they choose to use it. On such a ques- 
tion, which is not worth discussing in itself, 
the Senate has been disputing day after day 
with the fervor and the insistance of a school 
debating society. To the sober men of both 
parties outside of Washington the conduct 
of the Senate is a source of mingled amaze- 
ment and disgust. 

It is not, however, entirely inexplicable. 
No one acquainted with the methods and 
spirit of the Senate is, unfortunately, puz- 
zled by any degree of excitement which that 


reputed venerable body may show concern- 


ing a question of patronage, and particularly 
of patronage which lies directly within its 
own control. It is not to be denied that the 
Senate has to a great extent lost the charac- 
ter, Which it once possessed, of a body 
devoted to the deliberate discussion 
of important questions, the adviser 
of the Executive in matters of appointments 
and the negotiation of treaties, and a con- 
servative check on the popular branch ef 
Congress in matters of legislation. Not 
that affairs of this kind do not still engage 
its attention and receive from time to 
time treatment worthy of their impor- 
tance. But the dispensation of patronage, 
the management of ofiice-giving in the 
interest of parties and party leaders, has 


gradually engrossed more and more of the 


time and thought of the Senators. ‘The 
process has gone on until the atmosphere of 
the body, the influence felt by its members, 
has become in a most deplorable degree de- 
moralizing and enervating. If it were not 
80, the spectacle of the last ten days could 


not have been presented by them in such 


calm unconsciousness of the general con- 
demnation and ill-disguised contempt which 
they were exciting throughout the country. 
Neither party has anything to boast of as 
compared with the other in the part con- 


tributed to this regrettable change. It may 


be said that it became most marked during 


the long period in which the Republicans 
had undisputed control, but of this period no 
portion was so fruitful in mischief as 
that in which President JoHnson, with 
the aid of Democratic Senators, was 


struggling to set up his “policy” against 


the undoubted will of the majority 
of the people. And, moreover, when the 
Democrats came into power in the Senate 
they showed that they were, fully as much 
as the Republicans had ever been, bitten 


with the insatiable greed for patronage. The 
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present exhibition was more than matched 
by that which the Democrats offered when 
they first became the majority, and clutched 
at the same ridiculous batch of offices over 
which the Republicans are now struggling. 
Even in the present quarrel, the motive of 
the Democrats is no higher than that of the 
Republicans. One party claims that it is 
vindicating Gen. Manonn’s right to inde- 
pendence, the other that it is trying to de- 
feat a corrupt bargain; neither motive is 
controlling, and with both parties the mis- 
erable question of the political advantage of 
a few small offices is at the bottom of much 
of their obstinacy. 


If this were an isolated example, or if the 
zeal of Senators were manifested only with 
reference to the positions immediately within 
their own gift, the country would regard 
their recent conduct as of comparatively 
slight consequence. But the spirit they are 
now showing is shown also in matters of a 
very different nature. For years the ener- 
gies of the Senate have been steadily con- 
centrating on the disposition of appoint- 
ments as to which the Constitution gives 
them only an advisory and _ secondary 
power. Nor is this the worst. We might 
very well understand the desire of 
Senators to interpret to their own greatest 
advantage the constitutional requirement 
that they shall ‘‘consent’’ to certain nomi- 
nations that are to be made to them by the 
President, and that they shall ‘‘advise’’ re- 
garding them. But there is no justification 
in the Constitution, none in the law, none in 
any fair view of the public interest, for the 
idea that the Senate asa body shall surrender 
its discretion to the individual Senators from 
States in which officers are to be appointed. 
The ‘‘courtesy’’ of the Senate, as this 
practice is called, is simply a piece of usur- 
pation, to which its grotesque title gives a 
color of peculiar hypocrisy and imperti- 
nence. And, again, even this is not the 
worst. It has grown to be the custom that 
Senators who have arrogated control of ap- 
pointments to offices in their States also 
claim a large interest in minor appoint- 
ments vested in the officers nominated to 
the Senate. It is this elaborate system 
of office-mongering which has capti- 
vated Senators, blinded them to their 
high constitutional duty, and, to a 
marked extent, changed them from 
legislators of the most responsible class to 
traffickers in the spoils, political and other- 
wise, of office. This is a change which 
intelligent citizens regard with profound re- 
gret, and which makes a very large and in- 
creasing number of them anxious for a re- 
form that shall take all the minor offices, at 
least, out of politics altogether. The unedi- 
fying quarrel that has been recently going on 
in the Senate will not have been without its 
value if by intensifying the disgust for the 


absorbing passion for patronage shown by 
¢ 


the Senate it shall confirm the sentiment 
in favor of this reform. 





THE NEW STATE MILITARY CODE. 

In its general method and in its phraseol- 
ogy the revised National Guard Code, which 
has just been reported to the Legislature, is 
a -vast improvement over the one it is de- 
signed to supersede. It is much more sim- 
ple and concise. Nevertheless, some of its 
proposed changes cannot be called _ re- 
forms, and others are too experimental for 


asound judgmentto approve. Of course, in 
considering a measure like the one pending, 
generalization is of little value, the main 
need being to judge it in detail from point 
to point. One of the first features to attract 
attention in the proposed code is a new 


method of enrollment, providing that when 
the enrolled Militia, other than the National 
Guard, are called out, the Mayors of cities 
or Supervisors of towns shall draft from 
them, and requiring that every. man so 
drafted (unless excused by physical disabil- 
ity) shall appear in person, or furnish a sub- 
stitute, or pay $75, under penalty of being 
considered a deserter under the United States 
law. So much of this clause as provides for 
substitutes or a commutation of $75 is, per- 
haps, susceptible of revision, requiring a 
larger money payment, and profiting by the 
experience of the war of the rebellion as to 
the value of substitutes. 


The power given to the Commander-in- 
Chief under the existing law is, in the new 
code, somewhat enlarged. He is to have 
‘‘the same power over the Militia as the 
President has over the Army,” rather a 


sweeping provision for a fundamental law. 
He may retire any commissioned officer who 
has served in the same grade for ten years, 
and may order any of the companies of the 
National Guard into service in time of dis- 
turbance under such officers as he may see 


fit. While it is undoubtedly necessary that 
the Commander-in-Chief should be vested 
with decisive authority over the National 
Guard, it is doubtful whether, in view of 


the fact that he isso often a man without 
military experience, any increase of his 
present powers, in technical details, is ex- 
pedient. Itis by no means clear that the 
right should be given him to retire any offi- 
cer who has served ten years, unless it is 
based upon some unfitness upon the officer’s 
part, disclosed after an investigation into his 
qualifications, as provided in the present 
law. Gen. SHater, Gen. Carr, Gen. 
VARIAN, and Gen. WarD might be retired 


at any time under this provision, as well as 
Col. CLARK, of the Seventh; Col. Scorrt, of 


the Kighth; Col. Porrsr, of the Twenty- 


second, and other well-known officers of the 
National Guard. 

Sweeping changes are made in the staff 
organization, the Chief of Ordnance getting 
decidedly the best of it. In addition to the 
powers already vested in him, he obtains the 


care and control of the State camping- 


grounds, to that extent increasing his present 
authority to purchase all articles of every 
description required by the troops, and to 
provide for their pay, transportation. and 
subsistence. The duties of the Quarter- 


master’s Department, Ordnance Department, 


and Pay Department are all merged in three 


bureaus of the office of the Chief of Ord- 
nance, the Paymaster and Quartermaster 
Generals being abolished. The Department 
of Rifle Practice, with its division, brigade, 
and regimental inspectors, is entirely swept 


away, 00 provision whatever being made to 


replace these officers. It is difficult to ex- 
plain why this should be done, as they have 
been the hardest working officers of the staff, 
and require to be specialists. Inasmuch as 
a Chief of Engineers and Chief of Artillery 
are maintained, both on the general and the 


division staffs, although there is no engineer- 
ing work to be done, and no artillery at all, 
it is difficult to see why there should be so 
much prejudice against the all-important 
Department of Rifle Practice, which is gen- 
erally conceded to have done more for the 
National Guard in the last eight years than 
any other department. 


It is also singular that a Commissary of 
Ordnance should be given to the brigade 
staff, and yet none to the divisions. We have 
nothing but praise for the authorization of a 
signal and telegraph corps for each division 
and brigade. The divisions and brigades 
are also allowed a Sergeant-Major, Quarter- 
master-Sergeant, hospital steward, trum- 
peter, color-bearer, and two Sergeant 
clerks, who, it is to be presumed, will take 
the place of the cavalry escorts and order- 
lies, all the cavalry having been disbanded. 
There are some very wise provisions, that 
the division and general staff shall be spe- 
cially qualified. Thus, the Division and 
Chief Engineers must hereafter be profes- 
sional engineers, This would make imme- 
diate vacancies in the brigade and division 
staffs; but the present Engineer-in-Chief 
would hold over, under section 32, which 
provides that ‘‘ the present staff of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief shall continue in office un- 
tilthe expiration of their commissions.’’ So 
the Surgeons must be practicing physicians 
of five year’s’ standing, and the Judge-Advo- 
cates must be lawyers of at least three years’ 
standing, and the Judge-Advocate-General 
a counselor of five years’ standing. Bands 
are no longer to be mustered, and the Gov- 
ernor is permitted to organize instead State 
bands. The former is a good provision, but 
the latter experiment is not likely to lead to 
high artistic fruits, even if its supposed 
economical features should not also prove 
illusory. The chiefs of staff departments 
are required to have served three years in 
the National Guard, or the regular volun- 
teer service, before their appointment; 
Major-Generals and Brigadier-Generals to 
have served five years, and Colonels three. 
These are very wise provisions. 

Infantry companies are limited, in the dis- 
cretion of the Commander-in-Chief, to 64 
privates asa maximum strength. It is be- 
lieved that this provision is intended to pave 
the way for the reduction of the National 
Guard in New-York and Brooklyn to 7,000 
men. But whatever the final object of the 
change, the new plan is very objectionable. 
Among the best companies of the National 
Guard are those that are over 64 strong. If 
it is intended to cut all the companies arbi- 
trarily down to 64men, this will be extreme- 
ly demoralizing to the service; and the ap- 
prehension that this course is to be adopted 
has already done much damage. There is 
too much anxiety about reducing the 
National Guard. With such a _ popula- 
tion as that of the State of New-York, 
with its large cities and vast accumulations 
of wealth, 20,000 men is not an excessive 
force. It will be well for New-York City 
especially to keep in mind the experience of 
Pittsburg, and read carefully some allusions 
made by the speakers at certain late public 
meetings. It does not follow that because 
there has been no large fire the past year the 
Fire Department should be reduced. 

We have taken up simply the provisions 
for organization under the new code. A con- 
sideration of other parts of it would lead to 


the same form of criticism and to the same 
conclusion, that it has been a compromise 
between the theories of certain officers of the 
general staff and the practical ideas of the 
two line officers upon the board, who were 
ina minority. lt certainly contains many 
wise provisions; it as certainly contains 
some foolish ones, and several sweeping 
changes whose results cannot be foreseen. 
It must be acknowledged, also, that the 
effect of its proposal has thus far been any- 
thing but cheering to the spirit of the Na- 
tional Guard. 


SNOW-BOUND DAKOTA. 

While the Mayor and other citizens of 
New-York are still finding fault with the con- 
dition of their streets, insome of which there 
yet remains only too many evidences of the 
Winter which, happily, seems at last to have 
come to an end, the people of Dakota are just 
waking up from what might almost as well 
have been a sleep of months—waking up 
and rejoicing that they have once again 
found their way through the snow-drifts, 
and’ may hold some sort of communi- 
cation with the outside world. Fortu- 
nately, the first news which comes of 
them is most reassuring. ‘The sensational 
stories of wide-spread death and _ dis- 
aster which were sent to the East 
from time to time during the past 


months prove to be untrue. The reports in 


regard to the country surrounding the town 
of Gary seem to have been particularly ex- 
aggerated. It is true that the people of that 


and neighboring settlements were subjected 


to many great hardships, but they were 
never on'the point of starvation, as was stated 


some weeks since, and now at the first op- 
portunity they give notice in their hearty 
Western fashion that they are ‘‘still alive 
and ready for Spring business.’’ ‘Their prin- 


cipal trouble seems to have been from lack 


of fueland the failure, for months, of all 
means of communication with their friends 
ata distance. For more than twelve weeks 
they were so completely isolated and knew 
so little of What was going on in the world 


that they might as well have een 


on some desert island in an unknown 


sea. Early in October the snow began to 
fall, and from that'time on they never saw 


the ground. At last accounts the snow was 
still packed on the level to a depth of from 


six to seven feet, while in the gulches it 
was, in many places, from forty to sixty 


feet deep. When it is remembered that it is 
from these gulches that timber must be ob- 
tained the scarcity of fuel complained of 
will be the better understood. From Octo- 
ber until the last of December the roads 
were by great effort kept open, but on 


Christmas Day every means of extensive 


travel was stopped by unprecedented falls 
of snow, and from that time until within a 
few days the blockade continued almost 
without interruption. 


During this period the people of Gary 
were frequently put literally to their wits’ 


ends to obtain food and fuel. At first, when 


the regular supplies of fire-wood began to 
give out, they burned their fence rails, cedar 
posts, and spare lumber, then outbuildings 
had in many instances to be sacrificed, and 
in the end. asa last resort, hay and straw 


were burned. During this time, too, the 
supply of flour gave out. Fortunately, how- 
ever, there was plenty of grain. A feed 
mill, propelled by horse-power, was hastily 
improvised, and by its aid a coarse, unbolted 
graham flour was manufactured. Of this 
and of a good brand of molasses there was 
always an abundance, but for some days to- 
ward the end of the blockade most of the 
people were obliged to content themselves 
with this food. In the remote districts 
of Deuel County, away from Gary, the peo- 
ple were put to even worse straits. They 
were not able to establish a general flour 
manufactory, as was done in the town, and 
in consequence each family was obliged to 
grind out its own flour. Many of them 
did this by the help of coffee mills, their 
only resource. Still, and despite all the hard- 
ships to which they were subjected, they 
seem to have takena very philosophic view 
of the situation. Of course, business of all 
kinds was suspended, and, to pass the time, 
dancing parties, varied by gatherings to 
grind flour, were held nearly every night. 
Fortunately, the weather was never so 
cold that it was impossible to go out 
of doors, and though, because of the 
great depth and loose character of 
the snow, travel in sleighs, wagons, 
or on horseback was out of the question, 
the people managed to get about on snow- 
shoes. Those made of half-inch boards, 
after the Norwegian fashion, proved to be 
the only reliable means of locomotion, and 
some of the settlers became so expert in 
their use that they covered distances of 
twenty miles a day on them. Nor were they 
used alone for the practical purposes of 
travel. They also served as a means of 
passing away the dreary Winter days. 
Races upon them were arranged between 
the young men of the town, and, influenced 
by their peculiar situation, even the oldest 
and most severe people in the community, 
church deacons and parsons, seem to have 
taken part in the sport. So, despite 
the great snow-drifts which filled railway 
cuts to a depth of thirty feet, buried the 
tracks and made roads of all sorts impassa- 
ble, the sensible people of Gary made the 
best of a bad bargain, and got through the 
terrible Winter without any serious quarrels 
or dissensions, and not without some amuse- 
ment. Some days since they received what 
was called ‘‘ the first Spring mail.’’ In the 
middle of March it was left at Canby, Minn., 
twelve miles from Gary. It was brought by 
team to the latter place over a road cut by 
relays of citizens through six feet of snow. 
Now the ordinary means of communication 
are rapidly opening up in all directions. 
There is good reason to believe that this 
happy ending to what might have been a 
great calamity will not blind the people of 
Gary and the surrounding country to the 
lesson which is conveyed to them by their 
Winter’s experience. They seem to be fully 
alive to the fact that much of the trouble 
through which they have passed was due to 
their own carelessness and lack of foresight. 
Ever since 1873 they have been favored with 
exceptionally fine and what they call ‘‘ open’”’ 
Winters. None of their roads have been 
blocked for more than a few days at a time, 
business was never suspended, and supplies 
were always plentiful. Having been thus 
fortunate in the past, they seemed to imagine 
that the events of this season were out of the 
question, and so failed to lay in Winter 
stores until it was too late. People of all 
sorts were caught napping. The Winter came 
so suddenly that in many instances the 
farmers had not finished thrashing and were 
obliged to leave their potato crops frozen in 


the ground, the merchants had made no pro- 


vision for the cold season, and the fuel- 
dealers were short of supplies. When the 
first storm came they set to work to make 
up for lost time, and’goods, provisions, and 
supplies were ordered in abundance. They 
have not yet reached their destination. Hun- 


dreds of freight cars with goods for Gary 


and the surrounding country were blocked 
with snow en route and stored in convenient 
switch-yards. If, remembering all this, the 
people of Dakota take time by the forelock 
in future, their experience of the Winter 
may prove to have been indeed a blessing in 


disguise. 





THE ART OF “ UNDERTAKING.” 

In this City dying has of late years be- 
come so expensive as to be far beyond the 
means of any economical man with a small 
or even moderate income. A person can be 


born with every comfort and luxury for not 
more than one-third of the cost of his subse- 
quent burial. Philanthropists frequently 
find fault with the large families which poor 
men seem to affect, and insist that where 


parents are poor a large quantity of children 


isa misfortune. The real misfortunes of 
the poor man begin when his children die. 
He can feed ten children for a year for less 
than it costs him to bury one, and so long 


as his children can be kept out of the hands 


of the undertaker, he has some hope of keep- 
ing himself out of the hands of the Sheriff. 
The enormous bills of the undertakers 


surpass the boldest efforts of the most reck- 
less and imaginative plumbers. ‘The under- 


taker knows that he isinevitable; wecan get 


along without the plumber, and were we to 


be charged, say, a thousand dollars every 
time a plumber entered the house we would 
have our water-pipes taken out and would 
put our dependence on the street hydrant. 
From the undertaker, however, there is no 


escape. Sooner or later he must be em- 


ployed, and, knowing this fact, he takes ad- 
vantage of it by making charges which are 
absolutely without a parallel in any other 
field of extortion. He gauges his bills ap- 
parently only by his estimate of the amount 


which his unhappy clients can be induced to 


pay, and for a funeral which costs him per- 
haps one day’s time and $100 for materials, 
he will often send in a bill of $1,000 or 
$1,200. 

Unlike other men with whose charges 
fault is often found, the undertaker has no 


shadow of an excuse for his extortion, The 


doctor may make out what seems to us a 
large bill for three visits of ten minutes each 
in length, but it must be remembered that 
he has devoted years to acquiring a knowl- 
edge of his profession, and that he has a 


Tight to be repaid for the time and labor 
thus spent. The dentist may demand large 


pay for inflicting his professional tortures 
upon us, but the skill of a good dentist is 
something for which he has a right-to be 
well paid. Even the plumber is not wholly 
indefensible. for he usually has self-restraint 


= 


—or should we cali it humanity—enough not 
to bankrupt his employer with his very 
first bill. Butin behalf of the undertaker 
who charges us for coffins, trimmings, and 
other funereal articles an advance of 600 
per cent. on their cost, and who demands 
payment for his time ata rate which few 
hard-working Kings venture to ask for the 
time daily employed by them in reigning, 
there is not a word to be said. The under- 
taker’s business is not one which requires 
skill or long experience. The whole art of 
“‘undertaking’’ can be learned by a bright 
boy in the course of two hours’ instruction; 
and no ‘undertaker can plead that the time 
spent by him in learning his business is a 
justification of his enormous bills. Any old 
woman can, merely by the light of nature, 
prepare a corpse for burial. Any man can 
buy a coffin at a coffin warehouse, and hire 
a hearse and carriages at alivery-stable. It 
does not take years of training to enable a 
man to ordera grave to be dug in Green- 
Wood, or especial skill to enable him to 
invite a clergyman to conduct a funeral. 
Yet it is for doing precisely these things and 
others equally simple that the undertaker will 
charge as much as a renowned surgeon 
would charge for a difficult operation. 


The undertaker relies for the payment of 
his extortionate claims solely on the reluc- 
tance of mankind to appear to be guilty of 
penuriousness in the matter of the burial of 
relatives or friends. Asarule, he sends in 
his bill the day after the funeral, alleging 
that he has a heavy payment to make and 
must have money that very day. The 
widow who has just buried her husband, or 
the father who has just buried his daughter, 
does not feel like entering at such a 
time upon a quarrel with an undertaker. 
The bereaved man or woman knows that 
itis not customary to dispute funeral bills, 
and that todosoisto be charged by the 
undertaker and his sympathizers with heart- 
lessness and want of respect for the dead. 
If payment is not made immediately, the un- 
dertaker duns his unhappy debtor daily, 
and threatens an immediate lawsuit, In 
most cases the bill is paid at once, and even 
if a little delay is made, the threat of a law- 
suit nearly always proves successful. The 
poor widow, whose husband has left her 
but athousand doilars, pays eight hundred 
of it to the undertaker rather than to incur 
the vexation and risks of a lawsuit, and the 
husband pays a thousand dollars for his 
wife’s funeral, knowing that the charge is 
little better than a naked attempt at black- 
mail. 


Like most of the oppressions from which 
Americans suffer, the extortions of the 
undertaker could be ended by a little 
courage and energy. Let us suppose that 
Mr. Smith receives an undertaker’s bill of 
$1,200 for the funeral of the late Mrs. 
Smith. He should promptly refuse to pay 
it, on the ground that it is extortionate. The 
undertaker must, then, either reduce it to a 
fair figure or sue for it. He will, of course, 
resort to law, and the case will be tried be- 
fore a jury. Nothing will be easier than for 
the defendant to summon witnesses who will 
testify to the true value of the materials 
furnished by the undertaker and the 
actual time employed by him in at- 
tending to the funeral. It will thus 
appear that had he been paid $250 he would 
have made a reasonable profit, and that the 
remaining charge of $950 is clearly extor- 
tionate. No jury would give a verdict for any 
such amount. Not only would the injustice 
of it be too apparent, but the jurymen would 
feel a personal interest in putting an end to 
similar attempts at extortion. The result 


of the trial would be to remodel the whole 


system of undertakers’ charges, for the mo- 


ment the undertakers comprehend that they 
will meet with resistance they will accept 
the situation, and will no longer systemati- 
cally prey upon the grief or cowardice of 
widows and widowers. 
RA PRET AEC ROO ROT ED 

The announcement that Postmaster-General 
James has issued an order making it necessary that 
every arrangement authorizing increase in mail 
service must be completed by him personaily is a 
much more important one than appears on the sur- 
face. It really strikes at the root of the star route 


evil, As is well known to those who have inquired 


into the matttr, the loss to the Government upon 
contracts for carrying the mails in remote places 
has sprung not so much from theterms of the 
original lettings as from increases of alleged busi- 
ness and of actual income made to favored con- 
tractors after their first bids had been accepted and 
contracts made. For instance: In the Postmaster- 
General's report for 1879, route No. 29,064 is men- 
tioned as having been established to give mail ser- 
vice been Memphis, Tenn., and Arkansas City twice 
a week. In the next report, however, it appears 
that the same route had been extended to Green- 
ville, Miss.. that three instead of two trips were to 
be made weekly, and that the compensation had 
been increased from $7,000 to $30,000. This might 


have been all very well if the increased service had 


been properly performed. But it seems, upon in- 
vestigation, that it was never performed at all, 
there being already established a better, faster, and 
more regular route between Memphis and Green- 
ville. Still, for the same service which he per- 


formed in 1879 for $7,000, a favorite contractor In 


1890 received $30,000. It is very safe to predict that 
trickery of this sort will cease under Tuomas L. 
James. If it depends upon his individual order, 
swindling contractors may be assured that con- 
tracts providing for service between certain points 
once a week will not, without tne best of reason 
and evidence that the work isto be done, be in- 


creased to seven times a week with seven times as 
much pay.

There seems to be much unnecessary delay 


and uncertainty in regard to the trial of the con- 
siderable company of South Carolina gentlemen 
charged with having committed various election 


frauds during the last national campaign. Mr. 
Norturop, the United States Attorney for that dis- 


trict, is a gentleman who has not in the past dis- 
played any very marked inclination to punish 
crime of the sort in question. During the troubles 
growing out of Wave Hampton's successful at- 
tempt to overthrow the legal Governor, CHAMBER- 
LAIN, Mr. NortTHRopP, who in a half-hearted sort of 


way professed to be a Republican, was, neverthe- 


less, suspiciously well spoken of by the most bitter 


of the White League. Subsequently, at the request 
mainly of Democrats, and in furtherance of his 
reconciliation policy, President Hayrs appointed 
him to the District Attorneyship. Ever since, Mr. 
Nortruropr has been very grateful to those who se- 
cured him his place, a feeling which his apparent 
disinclination to prosecute those engaged in the 


last elect!on frauds argues to be still warmly 


cherished by him. Excuses for the delay which 
are advanced, to the effect that the District Attor- 
ney is not sure of his place. and that the appoint- 
ment of a United States Marshal for the district 
has not yet been decided, should have no weight. 
The court sits in Charleston this week: it is likely 
that Judge Bonp will be present, and the political 


trials should be taken upat once. This much is 


due not only to the accused, if they are ever to be 


examined, but to the public. It is certain that 
gross violations of the national election laws were 
perpetrated in South Carolina during the last can- 
vass. The crimes against the ballot-box were among 
the most glaring and extensive ever known. Are 
these crimes to go unpunished? is a auestion 


which the Federal! law officers in Charleston shoulé 
be called upon to answer without further delay.

The description of the visit made last year to 
the Yellowstone National Park by Mr. Scuurz. and 
the graphic personal accounts the Secretary of the 
Interior gave to his friends of the wonderful charac- 
ter of this country, are fully indorsed by the annual 
report of the Supermtendent of this region, Mr. P. 
W. Norris. Recalling the experiences of last year, 
when the season was one of unusual coldness, 
with unprecedented depth of snow and consequent 
flooding of the mountain streams, it would be 
worth while to advise tourists not to visit the Yel- 
lowstone Park until the close of July. “ Igno- 
rance of or inattention to this warning,” 
writes the Superintendent, “‘ resulted last year in 
many needless hardships, privations, and delays, 
with much unjust criticism and censure to myself.”’ 
With a vast extent of country, inadequate means, 
and very little help, it is impossible for the Super- 
intendent tokeep open all the routes, or, rather, 
trails, over this wild region, and itis very silly on the 
part of travelers to expect gravel walks. rustic 
bridges, or macadamized roads, The Superintend- 
ent has made a careful survey of the Yellowstone 
Lake, which has a vertical elevation a mile anda 
half higher than many of our Eastern cities. It is 
begirt with snowy mountains thousands of feet 
high, and on its shores are deposits of sulphur, the 
temperature of the water modified by boiling hot 
streams. In Summer the lake is visited by storms, 
which sometimes are quite terrific, making naviga- 
tion on the lake in small boats dangerous. Such 
is the volcanic character of the region that 
the Superintendent expresses how difficult it is te 
give indications to tourists with the common ap- 
pliances of sign-boards. Nature, apparently, in the 
Yellowstone region, will not brook such prosaic in« 
dications as ‘This way te the Geyser,” “‘Take te 
the left for the Paint-pot,”’ or ** Around this Cornes 
to the Salses.”” The geysers bespatter the sign¢ 
with mud and make them illegible, or they are con- 
sumed by fires, and stone crumbles and iron c#r- 
rodes. The guides of the region the Superinten- 
dent divides into two kInds—the reliable and hon- 
est ones, and those who, guides at one time, are 
pilferers and marauders at other times. These are 
represented to be lawless and utterly unscrupu- 
lous. They kindle the fires which devastate the 
region, slaughter the game, and despoil the geyser- 
cones, while they rob the tourist by extortionate 
charges. An urgent appeal is made for the better 
protection of the bison, moose, elk, deer, antelope, 
and big-horn; sheep,;where with little care they 
might be made to multiply rapidly. Of course, the 
preserving of such a large region would be a diffi- 
cult task, but still an effort should be made in this 
direction. The report of the Superintendent—some 
65 pages—is quite interesting of its kind, and ful! 
of valuable material. If some artistic talent had 
been devoted to the illustrations, the ideas con- 
veyed of the peculiarities of this region would have 
been better appreciated.

The public will learn once more, at the Brin- 
ley book sale this week, whatisthe peculiar and 
exceptional nature of bibliomania, as it exists here 
in its highest form; for it differs widely from the 
form it has taken in Europe. There it chiefiy con- 
cerns itself with early and scarce English and Con- 
tinental books, and with specimens of printing— 
first editions of the Latin and Greek authors being 
a marked feature of it. Certain works which 
arouse keen interest there do not bring 
high prices here, and striking instances of 
this haye been.seen in late years. Vol: 
umes of surpassing rarity that were widely 
known and esteemed among bibliographers have 
gone for mere songs. Elzevirs, Baskervilles, and 
Alduses of undoubted genuineness have sold at 
prices almost absurdly low, and early commen- 
taries, that are landmarks in classical scholarship, 
at only little more than it costs to bind a single 
rare volume worthily and well. A year ago wes 
dispersed in New-York a collection of the Euro- 
pean type. A large sum of money had been laid 
out in bringing it together, and two years were de- 
voted to making the catalogue—a catalogue the 
equal of which probably was never made before 
in America, not only in respect to typographi; 
cal correctness and brilliancy, but in bibliograph- 
ical skill and knowledge of books on the 
art of the compiler. When the sale began, 
there were few ready purchasers and the prices 
were often surprisingly low. Here, among for- 
eign books, it is only the early, choice, or 
curious editions of standard modern authors 
that fetch large sums, and, in this respect, Ameri- 


ean collectors are in no way behind the foreign. 
Many a precious English volume—a Kilmarnock 
Burns, an early Tennyson, or ascarce and extra- 
illustrated Byron—has found its way to New- 
York in defiance of sharp English compe- 
tition, and London newspapers have made 
frequent note and pointed warning of the 
growing American demand. But the special 
type of American bibliomania relates td 
Americana, and rightly so. Here there is industry 
and enthusiasm quite equal to any found in Europe 
for Aldine classics, early commentaries, or fifteenth 
century printed books. Fine examples of the fact 
have been seen in this Brinley sale for ten years 
past. Eliot Bibles are not properly rare books, in 
the highest sense of the word rare; almost every 
important collection of Americana has a copy; Mr. 
Briney’s had seven, besides acopy of the New 
Testament printed two years before the Bible, but 
they fetch from $400 to $1,000 each. Of many 
books by the Matuers this is measurably true, 
and so also of the rarest productions of the 
Franklin, the Zenger, and the Bradford 
presses. Where Do.et’s Commentary and beautiful 


specimens of printing would go begging for better 
offers than $10—or perhaps not as much as that— 
these American books find ready sale at $100, $200, 
and $500. Some years agoa gentleman who lives 
in Brooklyn purchased for $5 ina London book- 
store a copy of the Eliot Bible. It was one of only 
twenty-five copies printed, with a dedication to 
King Cuar.es II.—an edition which sold at the 
Brinley sale, in 1879, for just $1,000. Here it may 
be mentioned that an Eliot Bible was picked up in 
Nassau-street some years ago for $50 and sold af- 
terward to a collector for $400. The collector paid 
in London $125 for having it cleaned and bound, 
and sold it again for $900.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 
CONSIDERING GEN. MAHONE’S POSITION— 
DISCUSSING THE RECORDER’S BILL. 

HaruisBurc, April 4.—In the House of 
Representatives to-night, Mr. Clark, of Phila- 
delphia, offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, Tnat we tender to Gen. William Ma- 
hone, United States Senator trom Virginia. our 
cordial congratulations upon his patriotic and man- 
ly course in the Senate; that we understand and 
appreciate the high motives by which his actions 
fre governed, and believe that they are founded 
upon love for his country and his State; that we 
believe that if the views of Gen. Mahone are car- 
ried out Virgin.a will at once enter upon a career 
of prosperity unexampled in her history, and that 
the principles of education for all and protection 
for all enunciated by him will invite to his State 
emigration and capital, by which its great natural 
resources will be developed, its industries pro- 
moted, and its commerce extended. 

Resolved, That we congratulate our sister Com- 
monwealth of Virginia upon ering for her repre- 
sentative in the United States Senate a man of 
puch far-seeing wisdom, broad and enlightened 
views, and firm and courageous spirit. 

iesoived, That we indorse and commend every 
word of the speech delivered in the Senate of the 
United States on Thursday, March 31, 1881, by the 
Hon. James Donald Cameron, Senator from Penn- 
syivania.

Messrs. Ruddi- 
man, of Philadelphia, and Brown, of Erie, 
beth Republicans, opposed the resolution, 
the latter being very bitter in his denunciation 
of Mahone for his course during the rebellion. 
At the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. Brown 
moved to indefinitely postpone. As there was 
a bare majority of Republicans present, and 
as he did not wish to run the risk of the de- 
feat of the resolution, Mr. Clark withdrew it. 

AY o’clock the House adjourned, in order to 
give Recorder Lane, of Philadelphia, an op- 
portunity to address the members on the sub- 
ject of bills Nos. 274 and 275, and to give his 
reasons why these bills should not pass. Mr. 
Lane was introduced by Mr. Ruddiman, and 
immediately plunged into his subject. After 
stating that before the act called the Record- 
ers’ bill went into effect, many abuses had 
crept into the system of the collecting of the 
mereantile and tavern tax, and on sales, 
which were corrected by the bill now 
sought to be repealed. He gave a number of 
figures relative to the amount of money col- 
lected, showing that under the bill a much 
larger revenue was collected than heretofore, 
the city and State being benefited in a pro- 
portionate degree. Jn reference to the stories 
of the enormous fees of his office, Mr. Lane 
said that his only source of revenue un- 
der the bill was in the shape of 
costs in cases of delinquents, which 


stated. Inregardto the moral benefit of the 
dill, he said that before its enactment a careful 
canvass of the city showed that of 7,000 
places for the sale of liquor, only 5,000 were 
licensed. Since the bill has 
over 1,800 
been driven out of existence, 
the Recorder’s knowledge there is not 
now one such in the city. Mr. Lane said that 
he had also taken steps to put a stop to the 
playing of pool for drinks, but the courts had 
intervened, and the matter was not yet de- 
cided: but he hoped to be victorious, and to 
be able to crush out of existence this source of 
evil to the young—the pool table—the only 
expense to the player at which is the cost of 
the drink, which is the stake played for. At 
the conclusion of his address, Mr. Lane was 
interrogated by various members, and reiter- 
ated his statement that by the operation of 
the Recorder’s bill, many thousands of dollars 
svere turned into the State Treasury which 
otherwise would not reach it under the law; 
that the cost to tax-payers was less; that the 
farmers coming to the markets were exempt 
from mercantile tax, and that the repeal of 
the present law would re-enact the old law, 
with its abuses and corruption, increase of cost 
of the tax-payer, and general undesirability. 
No business of more than local importance was 
transacted in the Senate to-night. The com- 
mittee of investigation of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s motive for his opinion in regard to the 
pay of members will resume its sessions to- 
tnorrow morning.

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

GESULTS YESTERDAY OF THE VOTING IN 

COLUMBUS, CINCINNATI, AND HARTFORD. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, April4.—The city election 
to-day passed off quietly. On the part of Republi- 
cans, very little interest was manifested, partly on 
account of the weather, which was decidedly dis 
pgreeable; but the real cause was a lack of desire 
ou the part of business men and leading Republi 
cans for the continuance of an administration 
of city affairs that did mot even approach 
in a timid manner many promised reforms 
when inaugurated two years ago. Many leading 
Republicans strongly opposed the renomination of 
Mayor Collins, but having the city machinery at 
his back,he was readily nominated against the pro- 
tests of the more far-seeing ones, who were made 
aware of the disaffection existing on account of the 
shortcomings of his administration. Many leading 
Republicans openly worked during the day for the 
Democratic candidate, Mr. George 8S. Peters, for 
Mayor, who has been elected by about 600 
majority. The present indications are that the 
Democratic city ticket has been elected by an 
average majority of 200. While the Republicans 
are inclined to take their defeat good-naturedly, 
they very truthfully claim that the Democracy has 
again control of the city offices by Republican 
rotes. ,They do not disguise the fact that the 
moral effect will be of great advantage to the 
Democrats in the Summer campaign. The Repub- 
licans will retain their control of the City Council 
by 'about the same majority as during the past 
ear. 
 Comcmnant, April 4.—The election to-day was 
an exciting one, mainly from the fact that the 
«-azette (Republican) repudiated the nomination of 
Charlies Jacob, Jr., by the Republicans, and favored 
the election of the Democratic nominee, William 
Means. The vote is unequal, being full in some 
wards and light in others. So much scratching 
was done that the results cannot be had until late. 
The general impression from the returns received 
up to 11:30 o’clock is that Means ts elected. 

Harrrorp, Conn., April4.—At the city election 
to-day the Republicans elected C. C. Strong Treas- 
urerand Thomas Langdon Marshal. The Demo- 
crats elected John E. Higgins Clerk, and John T.

East Saginaw, Mich., April 4.—The Republican 
candidate for Mayor was elected here to-day 
by 416 majority.

THE GRAIN TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, April 4.—The’Mark-Lane Express, 
in its review of the British grain trade during the 
past week, says: ‘“‘The growth ot young wheats 
bas been checked by sharp east winds and frosts. 
Genial temperature and showersare wanted. Eng- 
lish wheat continues in limited supply at the pro- 
vincial markets. Dry sound samples, being in small 
proportion, realized an improvement. Trade was 
barrow and limited. Inferior qualities were difti- 
cult to sell, The supply in _ London _ has 
been larger. Foreign breadstuffs have been 
slow and quiet throughout. The wheat supply was 
restricted. Friday’s spot trade was quiet, but 
firm, millers resisting an advance. The off-coast 
merket was scantily supplied, one American red 
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he was empowered to sue out. The

Winter and two Californian being the only cargoes 
that arrived, and only one of these was scld. 
Floating cargoes were quiet and weaker. In Lon- 
don the trade, both spot and off-coast, was unaf- 
fected by American advices. Flour was in less 
supply and the demand was sluggish. Country 
makes, however, sustained last week's currencies. 
The foreign supply, which has been good, was 
chiefly from America: millers, in view of 
prospective arrivals, refusing to concede an 
advance, the market was mostly in buy- 
ers’ favor. Barley was weak everywhere, but 
the scarcity of good samples and_ the 
demand for seed have supported provincial values; 
foreign drooping. Oats quiet and unchanged; 
foreign in small supply, and firmly held, buyers 
awaiting arrivals from the Baltic. Maize in limited 
spot supply; with large prospective American and 
Danubian arrivals, trade weakened. The sales of 
English wheat during the past week were 28,617 
quarters at 44s. 1d. per quarter, against 24,609 quar- 
ters at 48s. 4d. during the corresponding week last 


year. 
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A WELL-KNOWN LAWYER DEAD. 
DEATH OF MAJOR C. MAURICE SMITH— 
THROWN FROM A CARRIAGE. 

RicHMOND, Va., April 4.—Information has 
reached here of the accidental killing of Major C. 
Maurice Smith, of this city,a man whose history 
has been full of adventure and romance, and who 
was well known in Utah and the West. Major 
Smith left Washington Friday night to visit his 
brother-in-law, Dr. Gravatt, of Port Royal, in Caro- 
line County, traveling in a spring wagon. Upon 
reaching the residence of his relative, the driver 


got out to knock at the door, leaving Major Smith 
in the vehicié. The horse became frightened, ran 
off, and threw Major Smith out, breaking his 
neck and killing him instantly. In early life 
Major Smith was a United States District 
Attorney in Utah, under Judge Sinclair, District 
Judge of that Territory. He made himself famous 
by prosecuting the men connected with the famous 
Lee massacre in that country, which attracted 
such wide-spread attention at the time. He also 
preesonien Brigham Young, the Mormon apostle, 

efore the same tribunal for the same offense. For 
his vigorous efforts to bring the murderers in the 
Lee case to justice, and for other fearless official 
acts, Major Smith was several times warned by the 
Mormons to leave the country. Smith, however, 
remained steadfast. He was highlv connected. Af- 
ter his return to Virginia he became associate 
editor of the Whig, of this city, uncer the late John 
Hampden Pleasants, who was subsequently killed 
in a duel by Thomas Ritche. He was also con- 
nected with the Philadelphia /7ess under Forney, 
and the old Washington City Sentinel under Bev- 
erly Tucker. 
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JAMES BUELL. 

James Buell, formerly President of the Im- 
porters and Traders’ National Bank of this City, 
and one of our best known financiers, died at his 
residence, No. 18 West Fifty-eighth-street, yester- 
day morning, at 10 o'clock. Mr. Bueil had been 
suffering from Bright’s disease of the kidneys fora 
long time, but he had been confined to his recom for 
only about two weeks. Fifteen minutes before his 
death he was walking about, apparently quite com- 
fortable. His disease was caused by the intense 
mental strain to which he subjected himself during 
the years of his active life asa banker. Mr. Buell 
was in his sixty-second yeer, having been born at 
Glen’s Falls, in this State, March 23, 1820. His ances- 
try came from Wales, in 1630, and settled in New- 
England. His father was a Judge at Glen’s 
Falls, and James was the eldest’ cf 
four children, two boys and two girls. When 
he was but 4 years of age his mother died, and the 
education which he received was gained in the 
district school of Glen’s Falls, which he attended 
until 1834, when he reached the age of 14. He wasa 
bright boy, especially apt in the study of mathe- 
matics, and he made the most of the opportunities 
for acquiring knowledge which the district school 
afforded him. In 1834 his father dicd, and James 
went to live with his grandfather on a farm near 
Glen’s Falls. Here he remained working for four 
years, when he secured a position as clerk in a dry 
goods house in Troy. In this situation he began to 
learn the principles of practical business, and at the 
end of six years, through a system of strict econo- 
my, he found himself with a small capital, which 
he embarked in a business venture of hisown. He 
established a dry goods house in Troy, which he 
managed successfully for eight years, when he was 
offered, and accepted, the position of Cashier of 
the Central Bank of Troy. Here his talents 
as a financier began to develop themselves, and 
after serving for five years as Cashier of the Centra] 
he was invited to come to this City as Cashier of 
the Importers and Traders’ Bank. This was in 
1857, and since that time he had been a citizen of 
this City. He succeeded Mr. George RK. Conover as 
Cashier, and remained in that position until 1865, 
when Lucius Hopkins resigned the Presidency. The 
Directors unanimously elected Mr. Buell to the va- 
cant office, and he managed the bank until withina 
little over a year of his death. In 1874 his fame asa 
financier had become so great that he was called to 
Washington by the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency of the House, of which Horace Maynard was 
Chairmen, and his suggestions in regard to the 
proper legislation for the national banks were in 
the main adopted by that committee. He was 
elected President of the United States Life In- 
surance Company in 1875, and was one of the 
gentlemen who founded the American Bankers’ 
Association in 1876. He acted as Secretary of 
the first meeting of the association, and at 
the second meeting, ‘in Philadelphia, in 1877, 
he was unanimously elected President. From the 
close of the war Mr. Buell worked vigorously to 
seoure the resumption of specie payments. In 
1875 he was made a Director of the Fifth-Avenue 
Bank. In 1877 he appeared before the Commi:tee 
on Ways and Means of the House of Representa- 
tives and made an argument in favor of the repeal 
of the law taxing the capital and deposits of 
national banks. On account of failing health he 
resigned his position as President of the Importers 
and Traders’ National Bank, Jan. 1, 1880, and about 
three months ago he resigned the Presidency of the 
United States Life Insurance Company. He con- 
tinued, however, to be a Director of the Fifth- 
Avenue Bank until his death. He was recognized 
as a financier of unusual ability, both in this coun- 
try and in Europe, and had gathered about hima 
large circle of intimate friends, who will miss him 
greatly.

MISSOURI WATERS FALLING. 

Bismarck, Dakota, April 4.—The gorge be- 
low Mandan partially broke to-day, arid the. river 
fell into its original banks.

THE BRINLEY SALE BEGUN 


RARE WORKS ON FLORIDA, OHIO, 
AND KENTUOKY. 

GOOD PRICES REALIZED, WITH THE BEST OF 
THE BOOKS YET TO COME—SEVERAL 
VOLUMES BRING MORE THAN A EUN- 
DRED DOLLARS, 

At the rooms of Messrs. George A. Leavitt 
& Co., in Clinton Hall, yesterday afternoon, was 
begun the sale of the third part of the remarkable 
collection of American books formed by the late 
Mr. George Brinley, of Hartford, Conn.. Among 
the buyers present were representatives of various 
public libraries in the United States, and agents for 
many private ones of celebrity. The library of the 
State Department at Washington was represented 
by Mr. Dwight. The Antiquarian Society, of 
Worcester, Mass.; the Boston Public Library, and 
the John Carter Brown Library, of Providence, 


also entered into the competition, the latter being 
represented by Mr. John R. Bartlett. Mr. Kelly 
wus present for the library of the New-York His- 
torical Society, and Mr. George H. Moore for the 
Lenox Library. Mr. Joseph F. Sabin bought for 

rivate persons. Yale College and the St. Louis 

ibrary were represented by agents. Dr. J. H. 
Trumbull, who prepared the catalogue with so 
much intelligence and care, occupied a seat among 
the bidders. Tae 

During the afternoon session the bidding was not 
particularly sharp, owing to the large number of 
works of comparatively small value and interest 
which were oftered. Not one of the Alabama and 
Mississippi books brought over $2.50. But those 
relating to Florida opened better, Bartram’s *‘ De- 
scription of East Florida” bringing $9. It was 
taken by Mr. Sabin. A fine copy of one of the 
earliest Florida imprints, “East Florida,” printed 
by John Wells, at St. Augustine, in 1784, 
ran up to $42. After this bad been sold, there 
were no spirited contests until the rare first 
edition of Garcillasso’s ** Narrative of the Con- 
quest of Florida” was offered. It was finally 
taken by Mr. Brayton Ives at $34. One of the gems 
of the collection, Laudouniére’s *‘ L’Histoire Nota- 
ble dela Floride,” a rare little volume, dedicated 
to Sir Walter Raleigh, printed in Paris in 1586, and 
from Heber’s library, was taken by Mr. Bartlett, 
for the John Carter Brown Library, at $250. 
The next rarity, «which brought $34, was 
a fine copy of the _ first edition ot 
the “Commentaries of Cabega de Vaca,” 
published in Valladolid in 1555, But the highest 
price obtained during the afternoon was offered 
by Mr. Sabin fora copy of Romans’s “History of 
East and West Florida.” It was 4 little octavo 
volume. printed in this City for the author in 
1775, and is extremely rare. ‘The first bid was $100, 
and from this beginning the price ran up to $265. 
A second copy—the sheets of the original edition, 
with a new title-page—brought $70, and a copy of 
Romans’s ‘“*Compiete Pilot for the Gulf Passage” 
went for $15. 

For many pages prices now ranged from 25 
cents to $10, and the sale dragged on in alazy way. 
At length a collection of tracts relating to the 
Mississippi Company, bound together, brought $16. 
‘They were all London prints of 1720, at which time 
France had founded colonies on the Mississippi 
River, and the consequences of this step to the 
English-speaking colonies were topies of the day. 
A second copy, printed in Paris, brought $11. Two 
copies of Hennepin’s ** New Discovery of a Vast 
Country in America’ brought, respectively, $45 
and $12, and a= rare copy, large and 
remarkably fine, of Thevenot’s§ ‘Recueil 
de Voyages,” Paris, 1681, was taken by 
Mr. Joseph Sabin, the auctioneer, at $150, for an 
unknown collector. A copv of Manasseh Cutler’s 
* Explanation of the Map which delineates that 

art of the Federal Lands Comprehended between 

ennsvivania West Liue, the Rivers Ohio and Sioto, 
and Lake Erie,” printed at Salem, Mass., in i787, 
brought $32. : 

The evening session was marked by a few epi- 
sodes of spirited competition. The first Fourth of 
July oration ever delievered in Ohio—that of the 
Hon. James M. Varnum at Marietta, July 4, 1788— 
brought $10 50. It was a rare and tastetul little 
morsel in half red morocco, of only 14 
pages, printed at Newport, R. L, in 1788. Six 
numbers of the ‘* Haicvon Itineracy,’’ a Second 
Advent periodical, published in Marietta in 1807, 
by Samuel Fairbanks, brought $11. The literature 
of Kentucky proved more attractive even than 
that of Ohio. The first book to rise to a high figure 
was Filson’s ‘‘ Diseovery, Settlement, and Present 
State of Kentucke,” with an appendix containing 
the adventures of the celebrated pioneer, Dan- 
fel Boone—a very rare volume, __print- 
ed in Wilmington, Del. in 1794. The 
binding—a miracle of a calf and 
gilt—enshrines a narrative of only 118 pages. It 
was sold for $120, while a translation by M. Par- 
raud, published in Parisin the ensuing year, had 
to seek acustomer at $2. Fitray’s work on the 
same subject, lacking the Boone memoir, published 
in London in 1786, was taken by Mr. Joseph Sabin 
at $40. he next work of importance was John 
Haywood’s ** Natural and Aboriginal History of 
Tennessee,” very rare, and highly valued by 
collectors. The book brought $100. After 
completing this work, which ended with the 
advent of the pale faces, Haywood wrote a “ Civil 
and Political History of the State of Tennessee,” 
which isnow only less rare than the preceding. 
The first edition was issued at Knoxville, in 1823, 
and few copies are extant. The Brinley ony 
brought $75. A long list of more recent pubil- 
cations followed these treasures, at prices ranging 
from 75 cents to $10—raréely as high as the latter. 
Yhe literature of Illinois and Indiana was received 
with like indifference, with two or three excep- 
tions. William Smith’s exposure of the doings of 
the early “Illinois and Oubache Land Companies”’— 
a memorial to Congress, presented in 1797—rose 
to $23. Another rare memorial on the same sub- 
ject brought $18. A contribution to the early his- 
tory of Indiena, being an account of the Indian 
conference at Johnson Hallin May, 1795, whereby 
the tract now occupied by the State was ceded to 
certain proprietors by the Six Nations, brought 
$15. There were no other works of more than 
average price sold Guring the evening. The larger 

roportion of the 400 lots, mostly pertaining to the 

istory of the several States, was taken at aver- 
age rates by’ the library of the State Depart- 
ment. The Yale College collection shared 
with the Department of State the rarer 
contributions to early history; but the true biblios 
mostly held aloof, and wi!l wait until the last two 
days of the sale. One of the rarities to-day, over 
which there will be a struggle, will be one of the 
first books ever printed in America—a copy of 
Rikel, (Mexico, 1544,) from = of Juan Crom- 
berger. The copy 1s bright and clean, although 337 
years old. It is believed to be the second book 
ever printed in the New World, but its title to that 
distinction is disputed. The prices brought so far 
are pronounced excellent both by Mr. Sabin, the 
auctioneer, aud by the assembled biblios.

ENTERTAINED BY FRIENDS AT DINNER BE- 
FORE HE SAILS FOR ENGLAND. 

A dinner was given at Delmonico’s last even- 
ing to Mr. John McCullough, the actor, by a num- 
ber of his friends as a manifestation of their esteem, 
on the eve of his departure for England. Mr. 
Noah Brooks presided and Mr, McCullough 
sat on his immediate right. The remainder 
of the company were vUcorge Fawcett Rowe, 


William Winter, Jokn Russell Young, Judge 
Brady, Algernon 8. Sullivan, Charles Eytinge, 
Harry Edwards, Locke Richardson G. E. Mont- 
rommery, Clinton W. Stuart, John T. Raymond, 
i. A. Buck, Alfred Wilkinson, J. H. MeVicker, 
Judge Benedict, T. Henry French, Wiliiam Bond, 
dudge Cowing, ex-Gov. Latham, of California; Al- 
bert Bierstadt, Lester Wallack, Dr. Pallen, Gen. 
Stager, and E. M. Vandenhoff.. The wall be- 
hind the Chairman’s seat was draped with 
the United States flag, a bust of Mr. McCul- 
lough as Virginius torming the centre-piece. 
The table was profusely decorated with flowers, 
and the menu was printed on tinted card-board, 
the two half sheets of which were separated, but 
heid together by a band of colored satin ribbon, 
with Mr. McCullough’s name woven on one side 
and the name of the guest on the other. 

After the dinner had been eaten, Mr. Brooks 
made a brief speech, in which he referred to Mr. 
McCullough’s career in California, the acquaint- 
anceship he formed with him there, and his large 
and genial nature. He said also that the dinner 
was intended as a_ slight testimonial of the 
high eaprenes in which Mr. McCullough was 
held by his friends in New-York, and added that 
the room in which the dinner was given was not 
large enough to hold the people who would like to 
pay tribute to him. Mr. Sullivan here interposed 
the suggestion that Mr. McCullough’s heart was 
large enough to hold all the good wishes of all his 
friends, and Mr. Brooks, accepting the suggestion, 
went on to say that while Mr. McCullough’s 
visit to England was only an experiment, his 
friends wished him the lest success in it. 
Mr. McCullough, in response, said he appreciated 
and cordially thanked the company for the com- 

liment. tendered to him in this dinner. He re- 

erred to Mr. Brooks’s remark about his going to 
England, and said he hoped to do credit to the 
high opinion entertained of his acting by his Amer- 
ican friends. Ex-Gov. Latham spoke of knowing 
Mr. McCullough in California in his early man- 
hood, and of his struggles there as manager 
and actor after he left Forrest's company. 
Mr. Sullivan spoke of Mr. McCullough’s influence 
in New-York, his faculty for making friends, and 
his nobleness Of nature. Mr. Raymond said that 
Mr. McCullough must be going to England for 
reputation; he could not have any ideaof going 
there for money. The speaker had recently been 
there himself, and he knew how it was. American 
actors, he said, never expect to get any 
money in England, and they are never 
disappointed. English actors, on the contrary, 
come to America for money. They get it, go back 
home again, and forget all about America. He 
went to England himself several years ago to play 
with the late E. A. Sothern, and after playing there 
fora yearcame back home. When he landed in 
New-York he expected that a great reputation had 
preceded him; but as he was walking up Broad- 
way he met an acquaintance, who exclaimed: 
“Hello, John! Where have you been? I haven’t 
seen you fora year!’ ‘“‘ Nobody knew,” added Mr. 
Raymond sorrowfully, ‘‘that 1 had been in Eng- 
land.” Speeches were also made by Judge Brady, 
Locke Richardson, Harry Edwards, Judge Cowing,

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NOVEL SIGHTS AT STEWART’S. 


DRESS GOODS, BONNETS, CLOAKS, GLOVES, 
AND SILK STOCKINGS. 

Vith the advent of Spring, and in harmony 
with nature’s promise of green leaves and bright 
flowers, comes the display of novelties in the great 
dry goods houses. The house of A. T. Stewart & 
Co. this year maintains its accustomed prominence. 
New things in silks, in dress goods, in cloaks, in 
bonnets, in gloves, and in fancy stockings were 
eagerly inspected there by admiring crowds of 
ladies yesterday. As to novelties in silk goods. the 
most striking of those seen are brocaded satins in 


bottle green, maroon, navy blue, and bronze, for 
street wear, and for evening wear delicate shades of 
blue, white, pink, pearl, and cream. For combina- 
tion dresses for street wear the accepted things 
now are “ Bayadere” and **Roman” stripes, to be 
worn over skirts of cheviot and other plain goods, 
of which there was an interesting exhibition. 
In dress goods the chief novelties are 
armures and serges in sober colors. Roman 
and Bayadere stripes, however, prevail in thess 
also. In cloaks, a dolman made of satin de Lyon. 
shirred at the shoulders and waist and trimmed 
with gold and chenille fringe, is the chief noveity. 
The most fashionable garments shown in this line 
are trimmed with Spanish lace. Another notable 
cloak is a combination of satin de Lyon and satin 
brocade, trimmed with Spanish lace, with bows of 
satin ribbon downthe front. A new thing in ulsters 
is ‘the raglan,’’ with expansive sleeves, the cuffs 
trimmed with er plaid, and the hood with 
the same and with cord and tassel. The raglans 
are made of brown, blue, and green cloth. Wraps 
made of satin de Lyon, trimmed with cashmere 
beads and Spanish lace, are also invogue. <A great 
novelty is the shoulder cape, for receptions, made 
of jet and steel beads and trimmed with chenille 
fringe. Colored wraps of Persian cloth, made 
plain in all shades, constitute another novelty. 
The more expensive specimens at this house are 
faced with cardinal or old gold, ana trimmed with 
amber beads. Sacks of blue cheviot, trimmed 
with gold or with gold lace and beads, are also 
seen. Another style of sack is made with a hood 
faced with cardinal or old gold. 

There is. of course, the usual display of bright 
colors in bonnets. A very stylish French dress bon- 
net is made of open-work straw, trimmed with 
ombre satin in three shades, from maroon to 
cherry, with a pompon to match on the left side. 
The strings are fixed to the bonnet by little gold 
ropes. English dress bonnets are represented by a 
hat made of old gold straw, rufiied in front, and 
trimmed on the ruffles with roses. The whole hat 
is profusely trimmed with very broad satin ribbon 
shaded from brown to cherry. Another dress is 
made of open-work straw of a lace pattern, in two 
colors, olive and straw, with asplit straw front, 
and trimmed with a plume colored to match the 
crown and straw-colored ribbons. A noteworthy 
carriage hat is made of bronze straw, faced with 
Oriental beads, and trimmed with brown velvet and 

lumes. Of walking hats, one of the neatest seen 
s the English round hat made of fine 
black Milan straw, trimmed with fine black 
breast feathers and bird of paradise plume. 
The noveities at Stewart's in gloves are new shades 
of olive, brown, and gray, of three, four, six and 
seven buttons, and a class of light-colored 
gloves denominated ‘‘condors.” The condors 
have hitherto been used only for demi- 
dress occasions, but as the Princess of 
Wales has recently taken to wearing them 
in the evening they are looked upon asthe thing 
now for full dress. But the greatest novelty in 
gloves is the ‘* Mousquetaire,” which is closed like 
the leg of a stocking, the buttons being merely for 
the purpose of tightening it on the wrist or lower 
fore-arm. It is made with from six to fourteen 
buttons, and inthe latter case extends almost to 
the shoulder. It is elaborately embroidered, and 
in some instances is painted, on the baek of the 
arm. Silk stockings, from $5 75 to $12 50 per pair, 
are among the novelties in hosiery. There are 
black ones, embroidered with tinsel gold; French, 
with lace fronts, in all colors; the heavier English 
ones in similar colors; light-colored ones, with 
lace insertion, and stockings of light or dark shades, 
embroidered in all colors and in various patterns.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
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‘THE STREET-CLEANING TROUBLE. 

JUDGE COWING’S CHARGE TO THE GRAND 
JURY—WILL THE POLICE BOARD BE IN- 
DICTED ? 


’ The April term of the Court of General Ses- 
sions was opened yesterday by City Judge'Cowing, 
who selected Mr. Simon Stevens, doing business at 
No. 29 Broadway, and residing at No. 37 West Sev- 
enteenth-street, as foreman of the Grand Jury. 
The court-room was crowded by spectators who 
had congregated in expectation ‘of hearing his 
Honor charge the new Grand Jury in relation to 
the charges presented against the Police Commis- 
sioners by the outgoing Grand Jury. Judge Cow- 
Ing, having directed the attention of the Grand 
Jury, in accordance with the requirements of the 
statute, to violations of the Lottery, Excise, Usury, 
Election, and other laws, referred to the street- 
cleaning difficulty in the following language: **Gen- 
tiemen of the Grand Jury: At the end of the term 
just closed your predecessors made a presentment 


to this court in which they charged the Police Com- 
missioners, or, at least, some of them, with derelic- 
tion of duty in office, and asked that the court draw 
the attention of their successors to the presentment 
containing their allegations. I comply with their re- 
quest mainly because, when a presentment is made 
and spread upon the record of this court, it is not 
in such a form as will enable the persons affected 
dy it—as it is not in the shape of a formal indict- 
ment—to plead to it, or take any other action 
affecting its validity. With reference to this sub- 
ject of punishing persons who hold public positions, 
and to this instance in particular, it seems to me 
that there are four questions that can be asked, 
and upon the answers to these questions you can 
base a conclusion as to whether an indictment 
should or should not be found: First—Is the clean- 
ing of the streets a part of the official duty of the 
Poiice Commissioners? Second—Has the City or 
the people furnished them with sufficient means to 
enable them to do their oy f in this respect? 
Tnird—Have these means been honestly and faith- 
fully expended in the performance of this duty? 
Fourth-—If they have not been, why not? As you 
answer these four questions it will readily 
suggest itself to you to decide according 
thereto, whether the Commissioners of Police 
have or have not acted in guch a way as to 
make it proper to bring them before this bar, and 
arraizn them fora crime. In my judgment the 
proper place for the investigation of charges of of- 
ficial malfeasance has always been the Grand Jury 
room; for the reason that the members of the 
grand inquest are chosen from the body of the peo- 
ple of the county. irrespective of any political pre- 
dilections, and from among our beat citizens—those 
whose standing in the community removes at once 
any suspicion that they would act officially from 
any otherthan worthy and proper motives. There- 
fore, I say the Grand Jury of this county can be 
safely trusted, at all times. to inquire into charges 
of malfeasance or dereliction on the part of public 
officers. When it is found that such charges are 
well founded, and that the inculpated officers have 
been guilty of willful and corrupt malfeasance or 
dereliction, the Grand Jury undoubtedly have the 
right to indict them. If, after a full and fair trial, 
the officers are found guilty they should be punished. 
It think it is better that the Grand Jury should in- 
vestigate these cases than that an executive officer 
of the City Government should, because, however 
pure his motives may be, there will always exist 
grounds for the suspicion that he is actuated, pos- 
sibly, bya desire to obtain the offices of those 
whom he may remove, or by other improper and 
sinister motives. I do not charge, remember, 
aught against any executive officer who may be 

roceeding in this connection now, but I repeut 
hat it is always well to leave the investigation of 
charges of official misconduct to an impartial body 
of men whose political viewS.are not pronounced 
one way or the other. Should you decide on tak- 
ing up this matter, I would suggest that you first 
dispose of the cases against the prisoners confined 
in the Tombs awaiting trial. It is only proper that 
you should dispose of the charges against persons 
who are deprived of their liberty before you take 
up outside matters.”’ 

Judge Cowing, in conversation with a Tres re- 
porter, said he had no intention of reflecting upon 
fayor Grace, but wished to indicate the proper 

tribunal. in his opinion, for the formulation of 
charges against public officials. 

Mayor Grace was asked by a Tres reporter 
yesterday whether he desired to make any reply to 
fhe statement made by Mr. George Bliss that he 
{the Mayor) had told Police Commissioner French 
no charges were to be made against the latter or 
Commissioner Mason, and that the street-cleaning 
inquiry was for the purpose of getting rid of Com- 
missioner Nichols. r. Grace said that he had had 
po interview with Mr. Bliss, and that if any state- 
ment was to be made about Mr. Bliss’s charge, 
Commissioner French was the one to make it. 
When asked whether or not Mr. Bliss’s statement 
was true, Mayor Grace replied, ‘‘ No, Sir; it isnot.” 

The German-American Citizens’ Association have 
forwarded a protest to the Assembly against the 
proposed amendments to the Street-cleaning bill.

IXth DISTRICT REPUBLICANS. 
MR. E. J. TINSDALE EXPELLED FOR OPPOS- 
ING JACOBUS. 

The special committee appointed at the March 
meeting of the Ninth Assembly District Republican 
Association, to consider charges against E. J. Tins- 
dale, made a report at the regular meeting of the 
association in the Bleecker Building last evening. 


The hall was packed in expectation of a live- 


ly time, and the proceedings were marked 
by a good deal of _ disorder. As was 
expenses the committee’s report found Mr. Tins- 
dale guilty of * ng es | conduct, conduct unbe- 
coming a member, and violations of the by-laws of 
the association,” and*’recommended that he be ex- 
pelled from membership. On the motion to’ adopt 
the recommendation, Mr. Tinsdale was given an 
opportunity to speak. He began to review the evi- 
dence taken by the committee; but was immedi- 
ately interrupted by members who raised the re- 
markable point of order that he must ‘“ con- 
fine his remarks to the recommendation 
of the committee,” and not talk about the 
testimony on which the finding was based, Vice- 
President Ackerman, who occupied the chair, 
promptly sustained the objection, as he did in the 
case of every other point raised against Mr. Tins- 
dale—and points were raised every time the latter 
tried to speak. Gag-law thus applied prevented 
the accused member from making any defense, but 
after a great deal of confusion Mr. Tinsdale gave 
notice that he would appeal to the Central Com- 
mittee for justice. One or two members at- 
tempted to speak against the arbitrary 
action of the committee, but were im- 
mediately bowled down. Then the motion 
to accept the recommendation of the special com- 
mittee was put and declared carried, by a vote of 
287 to 8. The formal motion to expel Mr. Tinsdale 
and strike his name from the role was then:carried 
through with a rush, and soon afterward the meet- 
ing adjourned. The charges agaiust Mr. Tinsdale 
grew out of the action taken by him in objecting 
to the nomination of ex-Alderman John W. Jacobus 
for United States Marshal, Mr. Jacobus being Presi- 
dent of the association.

A PAUPER IMMIGRANT. 
SWITZERLAND SENDING IMBECILE PERSONS 


TO THIS COUNTRY. 


The following letter was received at the Cus- 
tom-house yesterday. and promptly forwarded to 
the Commissiorers of Emigration: 

LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, , : 
BERNE, March 20, 1881. § ° 
To the Collector of the Fort of New-York: 

Sin. Inthe Bund of this morning I find the follow- 
ing statement: ‘‘Argovie.—Last Sunday the Com- 
mune of Bottstein, according to the Baden Tagbiatt, 
through the medium of the Emigration Agent Frei, 
at Kiingnan, shipped off to America an orphan girl of 
37 years of age whom the Commune had hitherto 
been compelled to support, and who was, not on ac- 
count of bodily deformity, but on account of te 4 
serious imbecility, unable to support herself. It is 
to be hoped at the American officials wiil 
send the poor girl back by the same vessel 
at the cost of the Commune guilty of such a 
ppecuiation. I hasten to bring this statement to your 
notice, although as yet I have no other evidence at 
nand to establish the fact that one more pauper is 
being sent to the United States from the canton of Ar- 
aoa to become a burden to our tax-payers. The re- 

urn of such emigrants at the expense of the Com- 
raune or canton from which they come, and without 
whose assistance they could not reach America, would 
be most efficacious in stopping the abuse, The Com- 
mune of Bottstein is situated in the carton of Argovie, 
end the latter, in 1878 and 1879, helpec over 500 of its 
citizens to emigrate, who reached America with less 
than $12 apiece on the average, I am, Sir, your obedi- 
ent servant, NICHOLAS FISH, 

United States Chargé d’ Affaires. 

As neither the name of the girl nor the steamer 
in which she sailed is given in the letter, it will be 
impossible, Superintendent Jackson says, for the 
Commissioners to take any action in the matter.

IN FAVOR OF FREE CANALS. 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE URGE THE ABO- 
LITION OF TOLLS. 


A special meeting of the Produce Exchange 
was held at 2 P. M. yesterday, to consider the sub- 
ject of abolishing tolls on the canals of the State, 
and to urge the passage by the Legislature of the 
constitutional amendment providing for such abo- 
lition, which is pending at Albany. F. H. Parker, 
President of the Exchange, occupied the chair, and 
opened the meeting with a brief speech. New- 
York, he said, is essentially a commercial city, and 
consequently her supremacy and future prosperity 
are largely dependent upon the superiority of her 
transportation facilities. The immense products 
of the West must and will have moderate rates of 
freight to the sea-board, and consequently all the 
transportation routes to this City should be encour- 
aged and protected. Our merchants are especially 
called upon to look after the welfare of the canals 


from the fact that, unlike railroad and steam- 
ship lines, which have the undivided at- 
tention of their able and interested Direc- 
tors to manage them, the canals are the 
property of the State, the people are the stock- 
holders, and the Legislature is the directory, Un- 
fortunately the welfare of the canals is one of the 
least of the considerations that enter into the elec- 
tion of our legislators. Who doubts that if Clinton 
were living, he would denounce the apathy exist- 
ing in this City and State in regard to the Erie 
Canal? Would he not demand that the efficiency 
of the canal should be increased, to meet present 
and future wants? The Erie Canal has to its credit 
over $50,000,000, and yet the Legislature and the 
people hesitate to expend the money necessary to 
enlarge and increase its usefulness. While De 
Lesseps is building a canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama, to cost $250,000,000, and the capitalists of 
this City are investing millions to build railroads 
in Mexico and the Far West; while our Legis!ature 
is expending unknown millions upon a new Capitol 
building, and the Dominion of Canada is investing 
large sums in the improvement of her canals, shall 
we refuse to expend the money mecessary to im- 
prove the Erie Canal, in order to secure to us the 
traffic of the West? ‘‘I hope,” said Mr. Parker, in 
conclusion, ‘‘ that a wiser policy will prevaii.”’ 

Leonard Hazeltine spoke briefly to the same 
effect, and A. R. Gray, on behalf of the Committee 
on Canals, presented a series of resolutions, of 
which the’ following convey the sense of the Ex- 
change on the canal question: 

Resolved, That the time has now arrived when New- 
York, unless prepared to retire from her pre-eminent 

sition and to accept inferior rank, must at once and 
orever throw off the apathy which has so long bound 
her, abandon the policy of masterly inactivity which 
has so long characterized her counsels, and bv the 
adoption of a vigorous and tiberal policy in connec- 
tion with her water-ways retain ker hold upon tie in- 
ternal commerce of the country by offering cheaper 
and better facilities for transportation than any com- 
petitor whatsoever. 
* Resolved, That in the ner gers of the New-York 
Produce Exchange the first stepin this direction is 
the adoption by the Legislature and the people of the 
constitutional amendment, now pending in the Senate, 
repealing the present restriction of expenditure upon 
the canals tothe amount realized from tolis during 
the previous year, and removing all tolls upon prop- 
erty transported over the canals of theState. The 
second step is the enlarging of the canals to an extent 
sufficient to equal or exceed the increased facilities 
offered by competing routes, 

Resolved, That the members of the New-York Prod- 
uce Exchange have noticed with great satisfaction 
the growing public sentiment throughout the State in 
favor of free canals, and they now earnestly request 
the Legislature that, discarding all ideas of false 
economy, putting aside all local jealousies and refus- 
ang to be frichtened by the bugbear of direct taxation, 
i ich would be returned indirectly to the citizens of 
he State in ten-fold measure,) but impelled by a high 
standard of true statesmanship and pure patriotism, 
it will gions te —* at this session, the consti- 
tutional amendment abolishing tolls upon the canals 
of the State, in order that this question, of vital im- 
portance, may be again acted upon by the Legislature 
of 1882, which, if thereupon ratified by a vote of the 
people, will free the canals the ensuing year. 


The resolutions were seconded by Mr. J. R. Her- 
rick, who also madea few remarks, after which 
they were passed unanimously. The meeting then 
adjourned.

THE CASH OF JUDGE SANFORD. 
EMINENT LEGAL GENTLEMEN SAY HE CANNOT 


BE REMOVED. 

Communications in reference to the proposed 
removal of Judge Sanford from tre Superior Court 
bench of this City have been sent to the Senate by 
Dr. W. H. Draper and leading members of the Bar. 
Dr. Draper says that Judge Sanford is suffering 
from a progressive and incurable disease of the 
brain, known as “softening of the brain,” and de- 
pending upon an atheromatous degeneration of the 
cerebral blood-vessels; that he is, practically, in- 
sane; that he is irresponsible, incapable of 
taking care of himself, and the subject of 
insane delusions, and that he is immovable 
by argument or reasonipg, and is insensible 
of events which are transpiring around him. 


Mr. S. P. Nash suggests that there are grave objec- 
tions against the proposed action of the Senate, as 
the statute expressly declares that no insane per- 
son can be tried while in that state. Mr. Nash 
says: ‘Should the Senate proceed to remove him 
legal questions of aserious character would be at 
once raised—whether he would he deprived of his 
salary, for instance, and, what is amore serious ques- 
tion in view of the public interest, whether the 
title of any successor to his office would be valid. 
The court of which Judge Sanford is a member is 
undoubtedly embarrassed by his absence, and the 
Governor could hardly do less than submit the 
matter to the Senate; but as the case is one for 
which the Constitution has made no express pro- 
vision, any attempt to remedy a temporary evil 
by action of at least doubtful constitutional valid- 
ity would lead to evils of a still more serious 
character. 

John K. Porter, Henry ‘SE. Davies, William M. 
Evarts, Ethan Allen, and Aaron ‘J. Van- 
derpoel concur in the views expressed 
by Mr. Nash, Judge Emott also concurs 
in Mr. Nash's conclusions, and says further: 
**It seems quite clear to me that the provisions of 
section 11 of article 1V. of the Constitution were not 
intended to reach cases like that of Judge Sanford, 
where there is no claim of misconduct in the 
slightest degree. I am equally clear that no Judge 
can be removed under this section unless he has 
been served with a copy of the charges and has 
had an opportunity of being heard. Whether 
these provisions can be applied to a case where the 
ground of the charges would be insanity, and that 
condition continued at the time when the charges 
are preferred and are heard, certainly presents a 
legal question of the most serious character. 
And I, therefore, agree that an attempt to exer- 
cise the power of removal under these provisions 
of the Constitution might very well lead to embar- 
rassments and evils greater than those produced by 
the inability of Judge Sanford to discharge the du- 
ties of his office.”

A MISSING BROOKLYNITE. 
THE STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF MR. JOHN 
R. STANECK., 


Mr. John R. Staneck has been missing from 
his home at No. 123 Carlton-avenue, Brooklyn, since 
the 24th of March. He occupied a responsible po- 
sition in the American News Company, in this City, 
and as he had considerable money on his person 
when he disappeared, it is feared that he was 
foully dealt with. Mr. Staneck was a prominent 
member of Trinity Chapel, in Duffield-street, 
Brooklyn, and the custodian of its moneys. His 


accounts were examined and found to be cor- 
rect to a cent, as were also his accounts in 
the News Company. He was last seen at home on 
Thursday morning, March 24. He spent the day at 
his office, but did not return at night. On Friday 
he did not go to his office until evening, and then 
he complained of being unwell, and remarked that 
he thought he had been drugged. The missing 
man spoke several modern languages, including 
French and German, fluently. He was in the 
habit of doing a great deal of mental work, 
often remaining at his desk from 8 o’clock in 
the morning until late in the evening. Some 
of Mr. Staneck’s friends surmise that his mind was 
affected by overwork, and that while temporarily 
insane he committed suicide. He was a native of 
England, 39 Php ae ot age, 5 feet 9inches in height. 
and weighed about 175 pounds. Hetad money in 
several banks, but did not draw any of it, as he 
would undoubtedly have done had his disappear- 
ance been voluntary. He lived happily with his 
wife and child, the lattera boy of 13, and never 
up to the time of his disappearance showed any 
signs of insanity. Superintendent Campbell, who 
has been aiding for some timeinthe search, ex- 
presses the belief that the missing man will turn up 
all right.

CHARGED WITH KIDNAPPING. 

A tall, ill-looking, shabbily dressed ‘negress, 
giving her name as Eva Walker, and whostated that 
she bad no home, was brought before Justice Flam- 
mer, in the Jefferson Market Police Court, yester- 


day, charged with endeavoring to kidnap Joseph 
Kistler, the 38-year-old son of Henry Kistler, the pro- 


prietor of a barber's shop on Eighth-avenue, near 


Fourteeeth-street. Mr. Kistler lives at No. 214 
West Sixteenth-street, and the child was playing 
in the street before the house at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning. A few minutes later the boy was 
missed, and his sister, a gir] of 15 years, was sent to 
look for him, Failing to find her brother, she went 
to the Police station in West Twentieth-street to 
notify the Police of his disappearance and there 
found the missing child. He had been brought to 
the station-house by Officer Lefferts. The latter, 
in explaining to the magistrate how he 
came to arrest the negress, said he saw 
her on Seventh-avenue at Twenty-third-street, 
having the child by the hand. He watched her 
until she reached Twentieth-street, and as she was 
about to.turn off toward Sixth-avenue he arrested 
her. The prisoner appeared confused, and at first 
said she had found the child wandering in the 
street, but afterward said he had been given to her 
by two women. The accused was committed for 
further examination. She was arrested on Jan. 19 
last for ill-treating and a two little chil- 
dren placed in her care, and was prosecuted by the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children.

There are about 40 laborers at work on the 
site of the reservoir for New-York’s increased 
water supply from the water-shed of the Bronx 


River, &c., at Kensico. The force is to be increased 
to about 400 during the Summer. 

The three members of the Board of Trustees 
of the village of White Plains have elected Mr. 
Charles J. Quimby a Trustee, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Henry B. Ford. 
This newly elected member will serve till the regu- 
lar charter election, which takes place on the sec- 
ond Monday of May. 

The manufacturing business of Peekskill has 
not been as good in 15, years as it is at present, and 
new enterprises are being introduced. The old 
brewery property on Hudson-avenue has been 
leased to a Poughkeepsie hat manufacturer, who 
intends to commence the making of wool hats 
there, employing about 50 men at the start and in- 
creasing the force in proportion to the demand.

American commerce by creating prejudice against our 
food products generally 

This is, in plain language, swindling, and ought sa 
to be declared by law. It is an outrage on the pro- 
ducer, a fraud on the consumer, and an injury to the 
Government. It ought tohe made an offense against 
the law punishable by fine and imprisonment. The 
Commercial Manufacturing Company invites the sev- 
eral Produce Exchanges and all other bodies interest- 
ed in the protection of commerce to unite with suck 
company in securing from Congress and the several 
States statutes to the following effect: 

1. Declaring any false and fraudulent docu- 
ment purporting to bean analysis ef a food 
product, published with the object of injuring 
such product, to be forgery, and punishable as 
such. 

2. Declaring any false reports circulated or 
published as to cattle diseases, er the pre< 
tended impurity of food products, to be willful 
and malicious slander, and punishable as such. 

3. Creating United States and State Beards 
of Inspectors of Foods, composed of experts, 
one of whom shall be a chemist and another a 
microscopist, whose duty it shall be to inspect 
at their will and in such manner asthey see fit 
all manufactories for the manufacture of food 
products, and to examine cattle and food pro< 
ducts betere exportation, such Boards to have 
absolute power tostop any tactory found to be 
engaged in the manufacture of impure ar« 
ticles of food, to see that every article is en< 
tered tor exportation by its own name, to pro« 
hibit the exportation or sale of diseased 
cattle or impure articles of food, and to re« 
quirethe branding of dairy butter and other 
articles according to its grade er quality, as 
first, second, or third grade, or ** inferior” or 
“rancid,” as the case may be. 

The Commercial Manufacturing Company hereby 
offers to bear one-haif the expense of framing such 
laws and of taying them before the Legislatures of 
such States as are interested therein, and before the 
Congress of the United States, provided the Proauce 
and Butter and Cheese Exchanges here and elsewhere 
will unite with the said company in the effort to pro- 
tect the commerce of the country and theinterests of 
honest merchants and manufacturers.
